HIS JOURNEY TO BALMORAL NOT 
MADE IN VAIN, 
GLADSTONE’S RESIGNATION ACCEPTED— 
NORTHCOTE TO BE CHANCELLOR OF THE 

EXCHEQUER IN SALISBURY’S CABINET, 

Lonpoy, June 12.—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury has consented to form a Ministry, 
with Sir Stafford Northcote as Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 

The resignation of Mr. Gladstone and 
the Liberal Ministry has been accepted 
by the Queen, and the Conservatives 
have undertaken to assume control 
of the Government, notwithstanding 
the very decided Liberal majority in the 
present House of Commons. The Queen, 
after holding the resignations, which were 
tendered last Tuesday, under censidera- 
tion for two days, decided yesterday to 
form a Conservative Cabinet, and: tele- 
graphed to the Marquis of Salisbury, the 
Oppesition leader in the House of Lords, 
directing him to proceed to Balmoral for 
consultation with her Majesty in regard 
to the new Ministry. The Marquis, 
who was Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
under the late Eari of Beaconsfield, started 
for Balmoral at midnight, and veiled his 
movements in such secrecy that it wasnot 
known this morning that he had positively 
gone except toafew of the most promi- 
nent Conservative leaders. The Standard 
Daily News, and Times announced the de- 
parture of the Marquis in leading edito- 
rials, but the Telegraph stated that it had 
caused personal inquiry to be made at the 
Marquis’s residence late last night, and 
that its representative was assured that 
the Conservative leader was then quietly 
sleeping in his bed. Asa matter of fact he 
was at that moment speeding as rapidly as 
steam could carry him toward Scotland 
to receive the Queen’s commands in re- 
lation to forming a new Ministry. 

The Marquis reached Balmoral this 
morning, and his journey is reported to 
have partaken of thenature of an ovation. 
Telegrams from all the principal towns 
along the route, especially that part of it 
which passes through Scotland, report 


that his journey was made through a con- 
tinued series of popular demonstrations. 
Everywhere he was hailed as the 
“coming man” of Great Britain, and 
every where the signs of disap- 
proval of the Liberal admunistration 
Were emphatic. Crowds gathered at all 
the railway stations and cheered the 
Marquis as his train passed or swept 
rapidly by. At the Aberdeen station, at 
which the train made quite a long stop, a 
very enthusiatic demonstration was made 
by the throng which flocked to greet 
the Marquis. Seme enthusiastic follower 
of Mr. Gladstone tried to create a diversion 
of sentiment at this point by calling for 
cheers for Gladstone, but the only response 
was a chorus of groans and hisses, beneath 
which the energetic Liberal succumbed. 

It was 3 o’clock this afternoon before 
Mr. Gladstore received any official notifi- 
cation of the result of the interview be- 
tween the Queen and the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, but at that hour he received a tele- 
gram from her Majesty. The Queen ac- 
knowledged the receipt of the resignations 
of the Premier and his Cabinet, and added 
that pending the consideration of the res- 
ignations she had summoned the Marquis 
of Salisbury to Balmoral. The Marquis 
having responded to the call, her Majesty 
formaliy accepted the resignations As 
soon as he received this dispatch Mr. Glad- 
stone communicated it to Earl Granville 
and then proceeded to the House of Com- 
mons. 

The attendance at Westminster this 
afternoon was unusually large, great 
crowds having gathered in anticipation of 
the announcement of the acceptance of 
the resignations. The entrances to the 
House of Commons and the House of 
Lords were besieged by throngs, all 
anxious to catch the first news of the pro- 
ceedings. and the lobbies of both houses 
were filled with groups who discussed the 
situation eagerly before the sittings began. 
Mr. Gladstone when he entered the House 
of Commons betrayed no unusual agita- 
tion, and he walked’ to his seat with a 
frm step and _ erect head, being 
greeted until he took his chair 
with the cheers and applause of his Liberal 
followers. When he arose to speak there 
was a hush of expectancy throughout the 
House. He spoke in a clear voice, in which 
there was no trace of unusual feeling. He 
announced that he had tendered to the 
Queen his resignation of the office of Prime 
Minister, with the resignations of his en- 
tire Cabinet; that the Queen had accepted 
the resignations, and that she had sum- 
moned the Marquis of Salisbury, tbe 
leader of the Opposition in the 
House of Lords, to Balmoral for 
the purpose of intrusting him with 
the duty of forming a new Munistry. 
Under the peculiar circumstances sur- 
rounding the outgoing Government, Mr. 
Gladstone said that he proposed to make 
& motion that the House of Commons ad- 
journ to Monday. The question had arisen 
whether it would be best for the public 
interest and convenience to go on with 
the pending legislation concerning the bill 
for the redistribution of seats. Speaking 
for the Government, Mr. Gladstone said 
that the present Ministry would do 
this only with the consent of the 
House. He did not think that any 
difference of principle in regard to this 
important measure could now possibly 
arise between the Conservatives and Lib- 
eprals, amd in addition to this he reminded 
the House that both the Government and 
the Opposition were bound by a compact 
in regard to the Kedistribution bill. It 
would be very gratifying, he said, to him- 
self and his retiring colleagues, if, before 
they ceased their public duties, they could 
regard this bill as sealed and delivered. 

Sir Stafford Northcote responded on be- 
half of the Censervatives that his party 
desired to proceed with the Redistribution 
bill as rapidly as possible. He saw ne rea- 
son why the amendments made to the biil 
by the House of Lords should not receive 
the assent ef the House ef Commons at 
ence, but the amendments were not 
printed, and Sir Stafford thought it desir- 
able to have them printed before formally 
acting onthem. Mr. Gladstone acquiesced 
in this view, and the House took a recess 
until the amendments should be received. 
When they finally reached the House the 
sitting was resumed, and it was decided to 
make them the subject for discussion next 
Monday, to which time the House ad- 
journed. 

In the House of Lords Earl Granville 
announced the acceptance of the resigna- 
tions of the Ministry by the Queen and 
the visit of the Marquis of Salisbury to 
Balmoral to confer with her Majesty in 
regard to forming a new Cabinet. Having 
made the statement the Earl expressed a 
hope that the House would abandon all 
ordinary business. The remainder of the 
session was occupied in reading for the 
third time the Redistribution of Seats bil 
and passing the amendments to that 
measure. 

The excitement over the change of Min- 
istry and the resuits to which it may lead 
is on the increase, and conjectures in re- 
gard to the programme of the Conserva- 
tives, new that they have secured the Goy- 
ernment, are many and conflicting. It is 
reported to-day in certain circles that the 
Marquis of Salisbury before starting for 
Balmoral had a consultation with the 
Conservative ledders, and decided to 
advise the Queen to make an effort 
to induce Mr. Gladstone and his co)- 
leagues to reconsider their resolution 
to resign, and to suggest, should 
these efforts fail, that Sir Stafford North- 
cote be called on to form «a Cabinet. The 
Parnetlites are on the watch to seize what- 
ever advantage the change in the Ministry 





may offer to them. Now that it is appar- 
ent that the Conservatives ‘are to control 
the Government, .the Irish members of 
Parliament have begun to confer with the 
leading Conservatives in regard to the 
government of Ireland. Mr. Parnell and 
his followers are strongly urging the Con- 
servatives to adopt the Home Rule meas- 
ure for Ireland. 

The Queen is expected to arrive at Wind- 
sor Castle from Balmoral on Tuesday next. 
The newspapers generally ridicule the let- 
ter of Lord Richard Grosvenor, in which 
he claims that the Liberal whips did their 
utmost to secure the attendance of Liberal 
members last Monday night. 


Lonpon, June 13.—The News says the 
statements that Mr. Gladstone intends to 
retire from the leadership of the Liberals 
is unauthorized. The Earl of Aberdeen 
has offered Mr. Gladstone the use of his 
residence near London for the remainder 
of the session. 

A messenger from Mr. Gladstone ar- 
rived at Balmoral two hours before Lord 
Salisbury. The Queen | aves Balmoral en 
Tuesday and will arrive at Windsor Castle 
Wednesday morning. It is stated that 
a message from the Queen has arrived for 
Sir Stafford Northcote. United States 
Senator Edmund’s sat under the Speaker’s 
gallery in the House of Commons yester- 


day. 

The Standard thinks that in the new Min- 
istry the Earl of Carnarvon will be Foreign 
Secretary, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach Secre- 
tary for War, and William Henry Smith 
First Lord of the Admiralty. It also 
thinks that Lord Randolph Churchill will 
be offered a high post, but that it is 
not likely to be that of Secretary for 
Ireland. The Standard says that the gen- 
eral election will probably be postponed 
until January, unless the Ganmebakives are 
unable to pass the coercion bill, and find 
upon the expiration of the present act in 
October that they are unable to govern 
Ireland without a renewal of the act, when 
ewer be compelled to dissolve Parlia- 
ment. 


St. PETERSBURG, June 12.—The newspa- 
inci here are of the opinion that the Eng- 
ish Tories will be compelled to show that 
they disappreve Mr. Gladstone’s policy, 
and express fear that the change of Gov- 
ernment will be prejudicial to the amica- 
ble negotiations which were pending be- 
tween the

THE TWO TORY LEADERS. 

The Right Hon. Robert Arthur Talbot 
Gascoigne Cecil, K. G., Marquis of Salisbury, 
whom the Queen has summoned to Balmoral to 
form a new Cabinet, has been the leader of the 
Opposition in the House of Lords since Mr. 
Gladstone came into power the last time. He is 
55 years old, and the eldest surviving son 
of the second Marquis of Salisbury. He 
was educated at Eton and at Christ 


Church, Oxford, and was first elected a 
member of Parliament for Stamford in 
the Conservative interest in 1853. He repre- 
sented that boroughin the House of Commons 
tor 15 years, until his succession to the mar- 
quisate on the death of his father in 1868, when 
he took his seat in the House of Lords. In Lord 
Derby's third administration he was, in July, 
1868, appointed Secretary of State for India, 
which post he resigned in April, 1867, on account 
of a failure to agree with the rest of the Cabinet 
on the Reform bill. His ee was again 
made _ Secretary of State for India when 
Mr. Disraeli returned to office in Feb- 
ruary, 1874. When, at the  ciose of 
the war between Turkey and _ Servia, 
differences arose between the former power and 
Russia, the mengune was sent as special Ambas- 
sador to the sublime Porte, and he and Sir Henry 
Elliot acted as joint plenipotentiaries of Great 
Britain at the conference of Constantinople. 
The Marquis took the position of leader in the 
conference, which held altogether seven plenary 
meetings. The Ottoman Grand Council refused 
to accept the conditions insisted on by the con- 
ference, and Lord Salisbury immediately left for 
England. In 1878 he was appointed Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs in place of the 
Earl of Derby, who had _ resigned, and 
his first act was to write a memorable 
dispatch in which he clearly enunciated the 
wie A of the Government with regard to the 
Sustern question. He afterward went to the 
Berlin congress with the Earl of Beaconsfield, 
as a representative of Great Hritain, and on his 
return. July 30, 1878, was invested by the Queen 
with the Order of the Garter and presented with 
the freedom of the city of London. In 1880, 
when Mr. Gladstone was made Premier, the 
Marquis of map A became _ the leader of the 
Opposition in the House ot Lords, and he has 
held that position ever since. 

The Right Hon. Sir Stafford Henry Northcote, 
Bart., who is to be Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in the new Cabinet, is the Conservative leader 
in the House of Commons. He is a native 
of London, and is in mis sixty-seventh year. 
He was the private secretary of Mr. Gladstone 
while that statesman was President of the Board 
of Trade, 1843 to 1845, and en being called to the 
Bar at the Inner Templein 1847 he became Legal 
Secretary to the Board of Trade. He succeeded 
to the family title and estates on the death of his 
grandfather, the seventh Baronet, in 1851. He 
was engaged for several years with Sir C. E. 
Trevelyan in investigating the condition of the 
civil establishments of the Crown, and they 
drew uD in 1854.a report which resulted in throw- 
ing open the civil service to public competition, 
so that he may be regarded as the father of 
civil service reform in England. Sir Stafford 
represented Dudley in the House of Commons 
as a Conservative from 1855 to 1857, and sat for 
Stamford from 1858 to 1866, when he was re- 
turned for North Devon,a constituency which 
he has represented ever since. He was Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury in 1859, and was ap- 

ointed President of the Board of Trade in Lord 

erby’s third administration in 1866. From 
March, 1867. to December, 1868, he served as Sec- 
retary of State for India. He was a member of 
the Joint High Commission whose labors resulted 
in the Treaty of Washington in 1871. When Mr. 
Disraeli formed his Ministry in February. 1874, 
Sir Stafford Northcote was made Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and after the elevation of the 
Premier to the Peerage as Lord Beaconsfield, 
Sir Stafford became leader of the House of Com- 
mons. After the fall of the Disraeli Cabinet and 
the elections of 1880 he took the leadership of the 
Opposition, and has maintained that position 
ever since. 


A SPECULATOR'S POOR LUCR. 
CHICAGO, June 12.—F. W. Englebert came 
to this city from Germany about three years 
ago, bringing with him $23,000, part of which 
belonged to relatives, who had intrusted the 


money to him to speculate with. He boughta 
membership in the Board of Trade and specu- 
lated very freely, but with such bad luck that 
he is now about penniless. He believes that he 
was fleeced by some of the sharp speculators of 
whom Chicago can boast, and when these men 
made him the target of their wiles he became 
exasperated, and acted in sucha violent and ex- 
cited manner as to create the impression that 
his reason was gone. At the instance of some 
of the men he had threatened he was arrested 
on a charge of insanity, but to-day, after a pro- 
tracted trial, he was pronounced sane. His 
money is all gone except about $1,000 due him 
from some commission firms,

SOLD BY ORDER OF THE COURT. 

VickKsBURG, Miss., June 12.—By order of 
Judge R. A. Hill, of the Federal District Court, 
the interest of G. M. Klein, President of the 
broken Mississippi Valley Bank, in a suit against 
the Louisville, New-Orleans and Texas Railway 
Company, was sold by Receiver Bowman for 
$12,000 to pay court and _ solicitors’ fees 
in breaking the assignment of the bank, prefer- 
ring certain creditors of that institution. Klein’s 
interest was attached by the National Park 
Bank of New York, and amounted to about 
$66,000 in railroad bonds and $38,000in stock. 
Other parties to this suit claim over $1,500,000 
against the railroad.

Gladstone Government and‘ 
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A GREAT MUSEUM BURNED 


THE INVENTIONS EXHIBITION IN 
DANGER OF RUIN. 

ALMOST TOTAL DESTRUCTION OF THE IN- 
DIA MUSEUM—THE LOSS IN COSTLY 
ARTICLES IRREPARABLE. 

Lonpon, June 12.—A fire broke out this 
afternoon in the India Museum Annex to the 
great building in which is being held the Inter- 
national Exhibition of Inventions. This depart- 
ment is just north of the main entrance to the 
Exhibition and between the eastern wall of the 
Exhibition Building proper and Exhibition road. 
The museum was filled with evidences of the 
handicraft of India, carved woodwork mainly, 
and other inflammable material. The flames 
spread with alarming rapidity,and the whole 
immense structure was regarded as doomed to 
destruction. The visitors to the Exhibition and 
the attendants as soon as they heard the first cry 
of fire fled from the building, and ail escaped 
without accident. The Fire Department quickly 
responded to the alarm, and soon fully 60 en- 
gines weresending heavy streams of water into 
the burning museum and upon the adjacent 
property. The firemen finally obtained mastery 
over the flames, which did not extend into the 
immense structure in which the Exhibition 
proper is being held, and thus the calamity 
dreaded was prevented. 

The India Museum building is damaged be- 
yond repair, while its contents may be said to be 
compietely destroyed. The Indian Department 
of the Exhibition is, n fact, blotted out. There 
were 10,000 visitors in the Exhibition grounds at 
the time the fire broke out. As soon as these 
and the many attendants recovered from the ex- 
citement occasioned by the first alarm all en- 
gaged in the work of removing the books of 
record of the Exhibition and in saving the more 
valuable of the exhibits. The Prince of Wales 
arrived early at the fire and remained until 
assured that the main Exhibition Building 
would not be materiaily damaged. All fire 
engines that could possibly be utilized 
were used to pour streams upon the 
burning building. Luckily, the water supply 
was pvientiful. To this fact, coupled with the 
extraordinary exertions of the firemen, is at- 
tributed the preservation of the main building. 
The Exhibition was closed immediately after the 
outbreak of the fire. A cordon of police barred 
the roadway and stopped ali traffic. A detach- 
ment of the Life Guards was quickly marched 
to the scene, and assisted the police in maintain- 
ing order and saving property. While the fire 
is not yet quite out, there is no danger of turtner 
damage being done by the flames. The fire, it 
seems, was first noticed on the roof of the 
museum in the right and corner, and 
was probably caused by overheated fiues 
coming in contact with the woodwork of Du- 
val’s cheap dinner restaurant, This restaurant 
lies between the museum and the main entrance 
to the Exhibition, The India Museum con- 
tained many costly and rare models of Indian 
workmanship. These were chiefly supplied from 
the South Kensington Museum, and the impossi- 
bility of duplicating them makes their destruc- 
tion a very serious national loss. The only ar- 
ticles saved were those which comprise the col- 
lection contributed by the Prince of Wales. All 
the remainder of the Indian exhibit is deatroyed. 
The damage to the main Exhibition Building is 
of a trifling character.

VICTIMS OF THE CHOLERA. 

Maprrip, June 12.—Eleven cases of dis- 
ease resembling cholera are reported in this city. 
Four deaths occurred here yesterday from the 
malady reported. The sanitary officials con- 
tinue the work of disinfecting the streets and 
of keeping large bonfires burning at all avail- 
able points. Into these bonfires quantities of 
sulphur are cast frequently. 

Seven new cases of cholera and three deaths 
occurred to-day in the city of Murcia, and three 
new cases and ten deathsin the Province of Mur- 
cia, outside the city. A number of new cases of 
cholera and of deaths therefrom are reported 
from other districts in Spain. 

Two more suspicious cases were reported to- 
day, one of which proved fatal in a few hours. 
The disease bas made.its appearance at Toledo, 


Buenos AYRES, June 12, via Galveston.— 
Owing tothe appearance of cholera iv Spain, 
Brazil has closed its ports to ships from the 
eastern coast of the Spanish peninsula. The 
Government here will decide what to do as soon 
as they see what steps are taken by the Sanitary 
Institution at Montevideo. 


Paris, June 12.—In view of the preva- 
lence of cholera in Spain the French Govern- 
ment has given orders to subject arrivals from 
Spain on the Franco-Spanish frontier to three 
days’ quarantine.

HONORING MINISTER PHELPS. 

Lonpon, June 12.—At to-day’s hearing 
of the Lauderdale case before the House of 
Lords, Mr. Stephen Nash testified that betWeen 
the years.1691 and 1830 the laws governing mar- 
riage in the State of New-York required only a 
contract of marriage made in the presence of 
witnesses without ceremony of any kind. In 
1830 the New-York marriage laws, he said, were 
revised. Minister Phelps also testified on the 
same point. His testimony was similar to that 
of Mr. Nash. The Earl of Selborne, Lord High 
Chancellor, moved that in econsideration of Mr. 
Phelps’s position he be accommodated with a seat 
in the body of the house. This was a most un- 
usual proceeding for a Lord Chancellor to take, 
and the action is regarded asa special and extra- 
ordinary mark ot honor, and as an adequate 
recognition of the American Minister’s courtesy 
in consenting to appear as a witness before the 
Lords. When Mr. Phelps arose to leave the 
chamber their lordships all rose and bowed def- 
erentially to him, the American Minister return- 
ing the greeting ina graceful and appropriate 
manner. . 


THE FRANCO-CHINESE TREATY. 

SHANGHAI, June 11.—The following are 
provisions of the treaty of peace: Frencb sol- 
diers shall not enter Chinese territory nor shall 
Chinese soldiers enter French territory. The re- 
lations between France and Annam must not be 
of such a character as to embarrass China. A 
boundary commission sball be appointed to 
settle questions relaticg to the frontier by De- 
cember next. Frenchmen entering Chinese 
territory and Chinese entering French terri- 
tory shall be provided with passports. 
Taxes at Pooshun and Langson shall be collected 
by Chinese, and French Consuls appointed at 
these places to superintend commercial relations 
between the north of Tonquin and Yunnan and 
Kwangsi. The French shall construct a railway 
in Tonquin. If the Chinese wish to construct a 
railway they must construct a French railway. 
The treaty shall endure forl0 years. Existing 
negotiations shall remain unchanged, The 
French shall evacuate Chinese territory directly.

ScuTari, Albania, June 12.—A terrible 
tragedy recently occurred in the family of 
Prenk Doda, Prince of the Miridites. The 
Prince is detained as a hostage at Constantino- 
vile. From there he sent a message to _ his 
mother, who resides at Scutari, saying that he 
suspected that his cousin was playing the part 
of a spy for the Turkish Government. The 
cousin, soon afterward visiting the residence of 
Prenk Doda, was shot dead. The arrest of the 
mother and sister of Prenk Doda was immedi- 
ately ordered. They escaped by seeking and se- 
curing refuge in the French Consulate. The 
Porte now demands the surrrender by the 
French authorities of the mother and sister of 
Prenk Doda, claiming that they are accomplices 
in the murder.

THE WHEAT CROP OUTLOOK. 


VALUABLE REPORTS FROM VARIOUS SEC- 
TIONS OF THE COUNTRY. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 12.—S. H. Sea- 
mans, of this city, Secretary of the Millers’ Na- 
tional Association, has completed and to-day 
issued to the members of the association an ex- 
haustive report of the present condition and 
outlook of the wheat crop as compared with 
the same time in 1884, compiled from replies to 
8,000 circular inquiries sent to the milling fra- 


ternity and others. The report is marked not for 
publication, but THE TiMgEs’s correspondent 
succeeded this afternoon in securing a copy 
from an obliging miller. The report makes the 
probaite aggregate yield of wheat in the United 

tates this year 339,164,800 bushels, or 20,835,200 
less than the estimate promulgated day before 
yesterday by the statistician of the United 
States Bureau of Agriculture, and 173,599 less 
than last year. The report is by all odds the 
most important crop statistics of the year, and 
is always anxiously awaited all over the country. 
The following is the summary of the reports 
from all the wheat belt States: 


Minnesota.—Acreage, 98 per cent., as compared with 
1884; average condition, 96 per cent., indicating a 
prosperyre crop of 38,861,000 bushels; amount still in 
farmers’ hands, 17 per cent. 
Virginia.—Crop will be late on account;of drought; 
prospest very poor; estimates of crop, 40 per cent. of 
684, viz., 3,000,000 bushels. 
West Virginita.—Will not raise more than seed sown; 
onnaee crop, 85 per cent. of 1884, viz., 1,161,300 
ushels, 


Maryland.—The outlook is for a crop of 65 per cent. 
of 1884, viz., 5,870,000 bushels. 

Michtgan.—Wheat crop rarely more satisfactory; 
prospects never better; estimated crop, 27,500,000 
bushels, . 

fowa.—Acreage about the same as 1884; Spring 
wheat very promising; outlook tavorable for an aver- 
age crop, viz., 27,725,000 bushels. 

New- York.—Acreage compared with 1884 about 87 
per cent.; condition below an average; outlook for 
crop 88 per ceftt.; of an average. 0,400,000 bushels. 

Wsconsin.—W imter wheal, central and western part 
ot State, good; acreage about 90 per cent. of last year; 
condition very backward; outlook, 75 percent. of 1884, 
viz., 15,000,000 bushels Winter and Spring. 

Culorado.—An increase in acreage ot 15 per cent. 
with prospects equal to 1884, would indicate a crop of 
2,700,000 bushels, 

Dakota.—Slight increase of acreage over last year; 
condition of crop first class in every respect, indicating 
an outlook for a crop of at least 25,000, bushels.

Secretary Seamans in afoot note adds: This 
report carefully compiled from replies received 
to the 3,000 inquiries sent to prominent millers 
and others in the different States is submitted 
with the assurance that so far as it is possible to 
Ling: 8 of the probabilities of the growing crop 
at this time its conclusions are approximately 
correct. Replies received since the body of the 
report was put into the hands of the printer are 
to the effect that insect depredations are on the 
increase, and that many fields of Winter wheat 
which were considered promising are heading 
out a large percentage of ‘*cheat.’® There is 
every probability that the estimated shortage 
may be largely increased by the contingencies 
between now and harvesting.

A YOUNG MAN’S SAVAGE CRIME. 

Mount STERLING, Ky., June 12.—Monte- 
ville Hatfield, about 25 years of age, was this 
morning tried under an indictment for grand 
larceny. He entered a plea of guilty, and was 
sentenced to one year’s confinement in the State 
penitentiary. Hatfield, although a young 
man, has gained a reputation as one of the 
bloodiest criminals of Eastern Kentucky. He 
is under indictment in Pike County as acces- 
sory to the murder of three men. This 
crime is remarkable in its horrid brutality 
and uigody details. Halfield, with 18 others, 
none of whom have been apprehended, over- 
powered and took prisoners their three victims 
and brought them to the pike. They tied them 
out in the woods, naked and exposed to the ele- 
ments, and after they had suffered the agonies 
superinduced by their cruel restraint and the 
ravages of hunger, gathered around them and, 
with the instinct of savages, riddled their bodies 
with bullets. He has been a fugitive from 
justice until arraigned here.

THE MAXWELLLAND FRAUD 


_—-=——_. 
A REPORT ON WHAT IS CALLED 
THE ELKINS STEAL. 

HOW A GRANT OF 96,000 ACRES Was 
MADE TO EMBRACE 2,000,000—LAND 
OFFICE METHODS DENOUNCED. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Mr. Sparks, Com- 
missioner of the Land Office, has not, as report- 
ed to-day, issued an order forfeiting the bulk of 
the fraudulent Maxwell land grant and restor- 
ing more than 1,500,000 acres of land to public 
entry. Mr. Sparks would be glad to do 
it, but be cannot. He has no power to 
set aside patents issued whether obtained 
regularly or by fraud. The Maxwell land 

grant, sometimes called ** the Elkins steal,” is a 

grant: originally including 96,000 acres. By 

hocus-pocus it was extended into an empire. 

The Government has made more or less feeble 

efforts to recover the lands, and Secretary Kirk- 

wood ordered suits brought to secure the re- 
covery of the lands. A suitis now in progress 
in Colorado, under the management of ex-Pen- 
sion Commissioner Bentley, and only yesterday 
Attorney-General Garland secured from Secre- 
tary Lamar an order for the employment 
of a surveyor to establish the northern boundary 
of the grant. All that Commissioner Sparks has 
done has been to prepare a report showing the 
status of the Government’s case, and urging 
speedy prosecution of the suits to wrest the 

patents from the unlawful holders. This is a 

tract in which Mr. Blaine is alleged to have had 

a large interest. The persons interested in it are 


supposed to have been shielded in the Interior 
Department, and an effort will be made to get 
rid of all protectors of that sort. 

Commissioner Sparks’s report, after giving 
the official proceedings leading up to the patent, 
says in brief: 


Pending these proceedings a large number of letters, 
complaints, petitions, and protests and charges were 
transmitted to this office and department from citizens 
of New-Mexico alleging fraud in the location and 
boundaries of this claim, its extension far beyond any 
original claim or possession by the grantees, the inva- 
sion of settlement and mining rights ‘and of the — 
of native inhabitants and Indian occupants. Nothing 
more than a mere formal notice of these va- 
rious complaints and allegations appears to 
have been taken or done by _ this _ office. 
No investigation was had, but the claim for 
this enormous region o eid 4 appears to have been 
carried through by official readiness, without regard 
to the interests of the Government or the rights of cit- 
izens of the Territory in actual occupancy of the land. 
Evidences of fraud were manifest inthe bald fact of 
the presentation of aclaim for nearly 2,000,090 acres 
based upon a grant of less than 100,000 acres. The 
grants of the Mexican authorities were governed by 
the laws of the nation. Colonization grants were 
limited in quantity to 11 square leagues, or 
about 48,000 acres to one person. The out bounda- 
ries of the localities mentioned on applications tor 
these grants are usually of the most general character. 
In the present case those boundaries might have been 
found, or alleged to be found, at most diverse points. 
The alleged marking of boundaries under the pur- 
ported judicial possession, was of an unstable char- 
acter, easily removed and liable to early destruction 
from natural and other causes. Nothing was easier 
than to find such alleged monuments wherever they 
were desired, but in the so-called adjudication of this 
case the boundaries claimed and monuments asserted 
by interested —_ were accepted as the actual 
boundaries and monuments of the grant, which was 
thus swollen from a little over four townships at most 
to more tnan seventy-five townships of public land. 

The proceedings of this office in carryiug this extrav- 
agent claim through to patent appear to me to have 
beenof extraordinary character. The decision of the 
Secretary. in 1860, that the claim, under the confirma- 
tory act of Congress was limi to 22 leagues, had be- 
come final underthe rules governing the practice of 
this department in its administration of the laws. The 
refusal of Mr. a Delano to review it rendered 
that decision as to this case res judicata as far 
as executive action was concerned. If the 
Secretary of the Interior could have reopened 
the case, certainly the Commissioner could 
not under such rules. The Commissioner did reopen 
it, as an assumed result of the correspondence between 
himself and the Secretary heretofore cited. An ex- 
amination of this correspondence shows that it fur- 
nished no proper Or sufficient basis for the Commis- 
sioner’s action in reopening the decided case. The 
Commissioner’s letter asked for instructions as to 
future cases only, not to cases previously decided. 
The Secretary replies to this specific request, and in- 
structs the Commissioner what sball be done “ here- 
atter’’ in “similar cases,” not that anything shall be 
done in cases already settied. He is not instrucied 
to reopen any case that had been decided. The Com- 
missioner asked for no instructions in respect to the 
Maxwe!l grant and received none. This grant was not 
before him fora review of the decision of the Secre- 
tary of 1869. He had no duty to perform in rexard to 
it. But be proceeded, upon his own motion apparent- 
ly, to order a new survey. He directed itto be made 
““in strict accordance with the juridical possession,’’ 
not according to the grant, which must have been 
determined by the law, not according to the 
confirmation which made no mention of the alleged 
**mounds” by which 2,700 square miles of territory 
were claimed to have been marked out asthe bound- 
aries of a colonization grant limited under Mexican 
laws to 150 square miles, but precisely according to 
those exaggerated boundaries. And in accepting the 
alleged boundaries of juridical possession as determina- 
tive of boundaries under grant and confirmation. no 
nouce appears to have been taken of the facts disclosed 
by the record and adverted to in the report of the 
Commissioner and decision of the Secretary in 1569, 
that the “sketch map,’’ purporting to define such 
boundaries, and in substantial accordance with which 
the approved survey was executed, did not accompany 
the Surveyor-General’s report, upon which confirma- 
tion was made, and was, theretore, no part of such 
confirmation, but was produced with but slight 
or no evidence of authority, ;11 years after such 
such report was made, nine years after 
the confirmation of the grant, and 26 years subsequent 
tothe date of the document of possession, of which 
it was claimed to be a part, and that the claim of pos- 
session to the extent so described was contradicted by 
grant ciaimants themselves before the departmental 
assembly in 1844, when they stated that the grant did 
not exceed 15 or 18 leagues, and exhibited to the as- 
sembly the judicial certificates confirming such stute- 


ments, 

The Surveyor-General, Mr. H. M. Atkinson, had an- 
ticipated the Commissioner by making a contract for 
survey by the larger claimed boundaries, with the same 
surveyor who had mude the private survey for the 
grant claimant in 1870, which unauchorized contract 
was not approved by the Commissioner. The Commis- 
sioner’s instructions to the Surveyor-General thata 
*“ disinterested deputy” should be selected to make 
the survey “who has had no connection 
or business transaction referable to the interests of 
the owners of the grant’ appear, however, to have been 
ignored by the Surveyor-General, and his neglect of 
such instructions also does not appear to have been 
disapproved, for the contract for survey was given ton 
brother of the alleged owner of the grant and the al- 
leged owner himseif wus the bondeman, and this con- 
tract, obnoxious as it seems to me to public morals 
and official obligations, was approved, and the survey 
madeunder it approved and patented. No decision 
was rendered by the Commissioner upon boundaries 
or otherwise 1n the case before issue of patent, but 
patent was summarily issued without formal decision 
and without opportunity being afforded adverse

A LARGE OVERISSUE OF STOCK, 





WARRANTS OUT FOR A FORMER OFFICER 
OF A TRANSPORTATION COMPANY. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 12.—The officials of 
the Central Transportation Company to-day 
made the discovery that a large overissue of 
Central Transportation stock had been made 
under the old organization. The exact amount 
of the overissue was not made puble, but it was 
variously estimated as being between 4,000 and 
9,000 shares by the Third-street brokers, who 
learned of the discovery late in the afternoon.

A FLANK MOVEMENT BY ONE OF THE MEX~ 
ICAN INSTITUTIONS. 

City or Mexico, June 12.—The London 
Bank, of this city, has made a flank movement 
against the National Bank of Mexico. The Gov- 
ernment some months ago granted the National 
Bank the exclusive right toissue circulating 
notes. In consideration of this privilege the 
bank has from time to time loaned the Diaz 


Government large sums. Itiscurrently stated 
in banking circles that these loans aggregate 
over $3,000,000. The other banks have steadily 
fought the legality of this concession to the Na- 
tional Bank, but they are making no headway. 

It is stated that the Government has about 
milked the National Bank dry, and considerable 
surprise was manifested here to-day when it 
leaked out that the London Bank of Mexico had 
made a proposition to loan the Government 
$8,000,000 in order to be allowed to retain its large 
circulation issued prior to the issue of the ex- 
clusive privilege to the National Bank. It is 
said the Government wants to accept the propo- 
sition if it can seeits way cleartodoso. This 
offer has precipitated a great fight between 
the foreign banks for the control of Mexico’s 
finances. .

THE JOHNSON MURDER TRIAL. 

GREENVILLE, Tenn., June 12.—In the 
Johnson murder trial to-day the State exhausted 
itstestimony and the defense commenced filing 
depositions in proof of the high character of 
the defendant. Depositions were filed from 
such prominent Indianans as John C. New, Jo- 
seph E. McDonald, Gen. Foster, Gen. Frederick 
Kneffier, Stanton J. Peelle, John M. Butler, Ben- 
jamin Harrison, W. R. Homes, V. R. Mallot, A. 


D. Lynch, Theodore Houghey, Jacob B. Julian, 
and John C. Green. The defense will introduce 
depositions containing 30,000 words which will 
go to prove that Johnson was driven to the mur- 
der by the attempts of well-known Indiana poli- 
ticians to create the impression that Johnson 
murdered his wife atthe time she was found 
dead in her room at her father’s house in 
Indianapoiis. Added to these is a de- 
position of a newspaper reporter who 
swears that Henry, the murdered man, had told 
him that he never had criminal intercourse with 
Mrs. Johnson, but on the contrary had tried to 
shake her; that she had ome so infatuated 
with him that she would seek his company, and 
in spite of all he could do she would come to him 
with her private griefs and make him her con- 

fident. She had come to Henry on more than 
ove occasion crying, and told him that her hus- 

band was jealous and tyrannical. Henry had 

also shown deponent, shortly before he was 
killed, a white satin slipper which Mrs. Johnson 

had given him. Letters were produced in court 

written by Henry asking Mrs. Johnson to meet 

him at his hotel at Indianapolis. Her note de- 

clining to do so was read.

Re trains in collision were the fast freight 
train running between this city and Reading,} 
and kyown as the market train, und a local 
freight train, also bound for Reading. The local\ 
train left the city some time in advance of the 
market train, and should have been on the; 
sidiog at Spring Millswhen the other train) 
reached there. As it was, the local freight 
was shifting cars from the main track to its sid- 
ing when the fast train dashed around the curve. 
The caboose and three cars of _the local traim 
were on the main track when Engineer Wayne 
saw that a collision was inevitable. He im- 
mediately reversed the lever, but the train wag 
going at such a hich rate of speed that the re=: 
versal had little effect on its velocity. The time 
between which the train was seen on the track 
and the collision was so short that no one on the 
engine had time to jump. j 

The engine struck the caboose on its side and' 
reduced it to splinters. The other cars were! 
piled ina heap. One fiat car was thrown across 
the track and presented a barrier which the 
engine could not pass. When the engine came 
to a stop several cars behind it flew- from the 
track and were piled on top of each other in, 
the ditch. Those who were on the engine 
were thrown into the air by the concussion.

A LEGISLATIVE DEADLOCK.

April, as it. requires registration in cities and; 
towns of more than 1,000 voting population. { 

A Republican wanted to offer an amendment,, 
but the Speaker refused to allow its introduc- 
tion, giving preference to a call for the previous 
question. As soon as this was done all the Re- 
publicans except five left the House, the rest re-i 
maining to oppose the measure. When the roll 
was culled 57 votes were cast, lacking nine of & 
quorum. Aresolutjon authoring the Speaker to; 
direct the Sergeant-at-Arms to arrest absentees! 
was offered. he Republicans objected, assert- 
ing that the Speaker couid not issue such in~ 
structions unless authorized to do so by a quo- 
rum. Other points of order were raised by the 
Republicans, who insisted upon having them 
recorded in the journal. Finaily one or twa 
Democrats came in, but the House atill lacked 
one of a quorum. After theadoption of the 
resolution to arrest the absent Republicans, the} 
House adjourned until 9 o’clock to-morrow 
morning. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms searched the city armed 
with warrants for the arrest of the missing mem-< 
bers, but up toa late hour to-night he had not 
foundany. It is very doubtful if a quorim can 
be secured to-morrow, a8 some members are 
going home on the early train.

THE MAXIM GUN AT THE LONDON 


INVENTORS’ EXHIBITION. 

A WEAPON WHICH DISCHARGES 600 ROUNDS 
A MINUTE—HOW GERMANY’s FAMOUS 
SLOW BURNING POWDER IS MADE, 

London, May 28.—There are three Amer- 

{can features at the Inventors’ Exhibition 


which attract more attention, it may be 
safely said, than all the rest of the show 


combined—the Waltham watch exhibit, 


with its miniature factory at work, the 
Troy laundry, and the Maxim gun. ‘This 
last isthe marvel of the town, the thing 
about which everybody hears first of all 


from thosewho haye been to the Exhibition, 
and the object of a deeper interest among 
military men than any other invention 


has evoked in many years. The Prinee of 


Wales, Mr. Gladstone, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, Field Marshal the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, and everybody lise worth mention- 
ing, from the pubic or aristocratic 
point of yiew, have visited the gun, 
set it in motion, and united in de- 
claring it the most wonderful of crea- 
tions; 
regard it as revelutionizing the science of 
war—and the crowds at the Exhibition 
hang around the section where it is dis- 
played all day long in the hope that the 
inventor may come, and explain it to 
somebody in their hearing. It has been 
very fully described over here, both in 
technical and general papers; but, save in 
the Scientific American, which reprinted 
an article from Engineering, little seems 
to have been said about it in Mr. Maxim’s 
own country. 

Conceive a weapon weighing only 65 
pounds, mounted upon a light tripod, 
which can be lowered, raised, moved 
laterally with one hand as easily as a gar- 
den hose, and which pours out automatic- 
ally 600 shots a minute! There is no 
crank to turn; there is no labor of feed- 
ing. One man simply sets the fright- 
ful stream of bullets going, and then 


_ directs it at will, raking a whole regiment 


front if he likes, or keeping the fire within 
arange of five feet or fiveinches. This is 
a gun, too, which cannot jam, which can- 
not get overheated, and which would go 
on firing just the same if its operator was 
shot down at the start. 

The basis of it all is the utilization of the 
reeoil force to fire the nextshot. Each 
time the recoil energy, instead of being 
wasted in kicking the gun over, is used to 
eject the empty cartridge, cock the gun, 
place the next cartridge, and fire it. The 
idea is as simple as the result is wonderful. 
The cartridges are taken in from the bot- 
tom in a chain, just as the perfecting press 
takes paper from the roll. Each of these 
chains has 333 cartridges packed in a 
box which is set in a groove under the 
gun. The operator has simply to start the 
gun—a matter of seven turns of the ham- 
mer crank—and then, when the chain of 
eartridges is nearly exhausted, fasten a 
new chain to the hook at the end and 
push out the old box with a new, full one. 
For the rest he can devote his attention 
solely to trainiag the weapon. This con- 
templates the possibility of its being 
worked by one man—a thing entirely 
feasible. Of course with two men, 
the one to point the gun around 
at will, the other to connect the chains 
and shift the boxes at intervals of half a 
minute or so, the maximum speed could 
be kept up for an hour if necessary with- 
out fatigue or intermission. In a quarter 
of that time, resisting a charge for exam- 

le, 9,000 balls would be hurled out of a 

arrel which was sweeping the line as a 
telescope sweeps the sky. One need not 
see the gun itseli to be able to realize what 
destruction such a capacity implies. 

Difficult asit isto portray mechanism 
with words, some idea of the Maxim gun’s 
peculiarities may be gained by imagining 
a low-set photographic camera, with a 
long tube in frent, and, instead of the 
bellows-like arrangement, a black, coffin- 
shaped box stretching out behind. The 
tube is of brass, and contains not only the 
.45-inch barrel, but a casing for water, 
which prevents heating. ‘he box is made 
of hardened steel, and its lids lift up from 
the two ends, disclosing the machinery. 
On the right side of the box, wellin front, is 
an indicator running on a half-circle gauge, 
which has a number of figures on it, from 
10 at the right and to 600 on the left. You 
push this indicator to 10 if you want that 
number of shots a minute, or to 200 or 600. 
Its position regulates the speed proceely- 
Then, on thesame side, but at the back, 
there is a little crank with a half motion. 
To start the gun the tape of cartridges is 
attached underneath, and with the band 
the crank is pushed backward and for- 
ward in seven motions. That takes up 
six cartridges into the magazine and puts 
one in position to be fired. Then you 
put the indicator where you want it, 
and the firing begins. If it be at a slow 
rate, the crank at the side slams back and 
forth with each revolution of the ma- 
chinery, and a report follows each slam. 
{f it be up to 400 or more, the crank works 
so fast that the eye can with difficulty fol- 
low it, and the rattle of the firing is like a 
thousand packs of firecrackers being set 
off at once. On the left side of this coffin- 
shaped box is an aperture through which 
the empty cartridge shells are tossed. At 
its fastest there are alwayssix of these shells 
in the air at once. At the end of the box 
is a brass handle, with which the operator 
can move the gun about. Underneath are 
two simple systems of screws by which 
the levels of the gun may be accurately 
fixed and fine sighting done. When this is 
not needed, as in a charge or similar move- 
ment, a turn of these screws releases the 
gun so that it may be trained instanta- 
neously to any point. Another feature is 
an arrangement by which a limited range 
between two given points can be fixed, so 
as to sweep a bridge or ford or section of 
road, and then the operator could push 
the gun sidewise between these mops in 
utter darkness, if necessary, and s be 
ture of his range. 

The .45-inch gun of which I have spoken 
is for the field, and Mr. Maxim has invent- 
ed for ita carriage which is almost as re- 
markable in its simplicity and novel value 
as the gun itself. With all the other ma- 
chine guns the trouble and difficulty of 
transporting a shield have been great. Mr. 
Maxim makes his wheels two solid steel 
disks, and has these so fixed on the axles 
that they can be swung forward whena 
shield is needed, and by meeting in front 
can completely mask all of the gun except

under no contracts with the British Gov- 


ernment, and has been patriotic eneugh to 
insist all along that he will enter into no

needed, yet it is very well understood that 
Mr. Maxim can have it all his own way 
here in England when he is ready to mar- 
ket his gun.

He develop 
his plans, interested some capitalists in it, 
secured a factory in Hatton Garden, and 
began the work. Rumors of it were noised 
about, and long before the gun was in 
anything but model form all fhe English 
authorities and experts had seen it and 
were familiar with its workings. it is 
scarcely finished even now, for the in- 
ventor’s head is fullof schemes for simpli- 
fication and improvement, to be embodied 
in the near future. 

But Sir Andrew Clarke will testify that 
this wonderful gun is among the least of 
Hiram Stevens Maxim’s achievements 
during the less than two years that he has 
given thought to military science. At the 
Horse Guards and the Admiralty they be- 
gin to believe that nothing is too 
difficult for him. The other day he 
was with an official party on board 
the Sultan, watching the trial of a 
new and exceptionally heavy cannon. 
It took seven men to laboriously turn and 
train the monster. ‘‘I think there ought 
to be away of doing that more easily,” 
said Maxim. The Admiralty gave him a 
gun, engines, &c., to experiment with, and 
he has perfected and satisfactorily tested 
an electrical apparatus, worked from the 
ship’s engine and light dynamos, by which 
a child could turn the great gun as easily 
as a pea blower. 

That the English Government should 
buy its slow-burning powder for heavy 
ordnance from Germany has long been a 
stock complaint in politics here. The 
course was necessary, because the Ger- 
mans alone had ike secret. So important 
was this secret deemed that it was pro- 
posed to pay £25,000 for it on the part of 
the British Government. ‘The inventor 
from Piscataquis County. Me., asked about 
it, and was told that the best chemists of 
England were completely baffled by the 
fact that the component parts of this mys- 
terious powder were precisely those of all 
other powder, neither more nor less. He 
got some of the powder from the Horse 
Guards and subjected it to a microscopic 
examination instead of a chemical 
analysis. He discovered at once that the 
trick lay in regulating the size of the 
grains of nitre, and he is prepared not only 
to make iy pd perked kind of powder, 
but a hundred varieties, each with a sepa- 
rate and defined burning velocity. This 
has in turn suggested to him a revolution 
in the making of shells, which has at pres- 
ent progressed only to the stage of draw- 
ings, but of which the world will hear 
more later. 

In conclusion, there is something to say 
which all Americans are concerned in, and 
which cannot be given too great prom- 
inence by the Military Service Institution 
and the United States authorities. Mr. 
Maxim is at work upon a comprehensive 
scheme of coast and naval defense, 
parts of which have already been 
suggested to the authorities here 
and enthusiastically approved, other 
parts of which are not to be 
spoken of yet. One feature of it isa modi- 
fication of the Maxim gun which will de- 
stroy torpedo boats as a terrier destroys 
rats. Another—and how important this is 
may be seen at a glance—is an invention by 
which a cannon of the largest size can be 
worked on a lifting platform by electrici- 
ty. Forexample, onthe shore at Sandy 
Hook a 100-ton gun could be sunk be- 
low the earth level and masked from 
view more completely by bushes, &c.; at 
a signal it eould be raised above the 
ground, trained, fired, and lowered again, 
allin the twinkling of an eye. ‘Granite 
fortifications have been out of date for 
some time,” said Mr. Maxim, ‘ but when 
this invention is put into effect they will 
be worse than useless.” 

The astonishing success he has had here, 
and the high opinion the English authori- 
ties have of him and his capabilities, are 
guarantees that what he says, especially 
on asubject as perplexing and worrisome 
to Americans as this of coast defense, is 
worth listening to. And he says without 
reserve that he will soon have matured a 
complete plan for the defense of the Amer- 
ican coast line on new lines which not only 
answer the requirements of to-day, but 
anticipate the advancing demands of to- 
morrow, and which his country shall have 
the first and best chance to benefit by. 
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SENTENCED TO BE HANGED. 

RALEIGH, N. C., June 12.—Thomas Gee, 
Thomas McNeill, and Joseph Howard, all col- 
ored, have been sentenced to be hanged at Fay- 
etteville on July 25, all having been convicted 
of murder. They were sentenced a few months 


ago, but took an appeal to the Supreme Court, 
which confirmed the decision of the Jower court. 
At Webster Jack Lambert was to-day conyict- 
ed of the murder of a man named Wilson, and 
was sentenced to be hanged on July 3. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 12.—Goy. Bate 
to-day decided not to commute the sentence of 
William Morrow, condemned to be hanged at 
Clarksville June 19 for the murder of Dick Over- 
ton, colored. Morrow killed Overton two years 
azo, and concealed his body ina caye, alleging 
that Overton had assaulted his Httle daughter. 
Morrow, his father, and brother were arrested 
and jailed. The cases against the father and 
brother were nolle prossed, and William was 
found guilty. The Supreme Court affirmed the 
judgment, and set the execution for Friday, 
April 16.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CHOLERA. 
At a recent conference in this city of the 
Health Officers of the ports of New-York, Bos- 
ton, New-Haven, Brooklyn, and Baltimore and 
the State Board of Health of New-York, the fol- 


lowing quarantine regulations were adopted to 
prevent the introduction of cholera and other 
diseases into the United states the coming Sum- 
mer, to go into effect immediately: 
The maximum period of incubation of Asiatic 
cholera may for quarantine pu ses be assumed to be 
eight days, and that incase of the disease oc¢urring on 
vessels during the voyage hitherward the quarantine 
of observation of persons should extend to eight days 
from the last date of possible exposure. 
That for fumigation of closed spaces, sulphurous 
acid gas may be commended, from two to three pounds 
of sulphur being burned for each 1,000 cubic feet. 
That for disinfection of baggage or other formites, 
reliance may be placed on fresh chloride of lime, bi- 
chloride of mercury, or dry heat to 230° Fahrenheit. 
That in wiew of the danger of other contagia, as well 
asthat of cholera, allrags imported to this eountry 
should be disinfected either at place of departure or on 
their arrival here. 
That if such disinfection be done abroad, it be re- 
uired that either the rags be boiled for not less than 
40 minutes and dried before baling, or treated with 
superheated steam for not less than eight minutes, and 
in such manner as to be heated to or above 212° Fah- 
renheit in every part. 





INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 
CxHuroaco, ILL, June 12.—The United States 
Senate Select Committee on Inter-State Com- 
merce began a session here this morning. Sena- 


tors Cullom, Harris, and Platt were present on 


behalf of the committee. John I. Rinaker, Presi- 
dent of the State Railway Commission, was be- 
fore the committee. He favored the ‘appoint- 
ment of a Federal commission, but was opposed 
to the proposition to permit railways to charge 
less for a Jong than fora short haul. He believed 
that the rates should be given publicity, and 
thought that any law prescribing rates should 


be elastic rather than specific, Marshall Field 


believed in a Government commission, but 
thought it should devote its attention more to 
new roads than to old established ones. He be- 
lieved in legalizing ool contracts, and tbat 
railway poois were of nefit to merchants.

TREASURER M WILLIAMS STILL ON 
THE STAND. 

MR. STRAHAN BADGERING HIM FOR MANY 
HOURS—LITTLE PROGRESS IN THE KEEP 
LIBEL SUIT. 

All the parties to the Keep libel suit 
came up smiling at the Jefferson Market Rolice 
Court yesterday morning, and while Justice 
Gorman was disposing of the routine business 
of the court the lawyers and their clients en- 
gaged in an amicabie conversation, which was 
prolonged until long after the time set 
for the hearing. As on the previous days, 
Treasurer McWilliams was the sole occupant of 
the witness chair. Throughout the day’s pro- 
ceedings, which lasted until nightfall, the un- 
happy Treasurer was plied with rasping ques- 
tions by Mr. Strahan, all of which he bore with 
calm equanimity until near the close, when the 
searching inquiries seemed to unsettle the im- 


perturbability which had hitherto characteri zed 
his demeanor. 

“Prior to Aug, 1, 1884, the Metropolitan and 
New-York Companies were entitled to 10 per 
cent. dividends ?” Mr. Strahan asked. 

“They were entitled to the per cent. before 
the Manhattan came in.” 

Counsel then pushed his question a little 
further, asking if since the consolidation these 
stockholders had any right to a dividend prior 
to the Manhattan stockholders. Mr. Goodwin 
objected, and he was interrupted by Mr. Strahan 
with: ** We'll have it out in the legal way. He 
is the Treasurer and we are entitled to know the 
exact trutn.” 

Justice Gorman attempted to quell the dis- 
pute by asking if the agreement of consolida- 
tion, which Mr. Goodwin had fished out of his 

apers, would not show the facts. Again Mr. 

;oodwin objected, as the line of examination 
was golng outside of the complaint. 

. wy Strahan—Read it, Isay. I shall have the 
ruth. 

This led toa wrangle of half an hour, which 
was finally concluded by the Justice sustaining 
Mr. Strahan, which led Mr. Goodwin to remark: 
‘This is the most extraordinary law I have ever 
heard of.”’ 

Mr. Strahan—If this were a court of law, these 
objections would never be tolerated. 

In his answer{ Mr. McWilliams went oyer the 
ground of the consolidation, describing the 
agreements as **fine collateral and interlateral 
instruments.’? He then went into a long expla- 
nation, which was interrupted by Mr. Strahan 
with: **Does the Manhattan Company pay any 
dividends except that on the consolidated stock 
of the Manhattan?” 

** By the terms of the lease the rental is paya- 
ble by one company to another.” 

‘rhe question was repeated, and again Mr. Mc- 
Williams wandered off into an explanation. 
This roused Mr. Strahan, who said: ** This is an 
investigation to getat the truth. It might be 
characterized as one to exclude the truth.” 

“On which side?” asked Justice Gorman. 

At this Mr. Bookstaver, addressing Mr. 
Strahan, declared it was insulting justice and 
rightto go onin the way he was, and Mr. Strahan 
countered by sharply exclaiming: ** Don’t taik 
to me of justice and right. Coming from the 
quarter it does it is ridiculous.” 

Mr. Strahan repeated his question, which met 
with no response. Justice Gorman asked if the 
witness could make no other than an explana- 
tory answer, and, on being pressed by Mr. 
Strahan, said: “If he cannot it mustgo. Tam 
not the keeper of the conscience of the witness.”’ 

Mr. Strahan, (with an approving nod of the 
head)—Thank Heaven your Honor is relieved 
of any such burden as that. 

Mr. McWilliams not replying, Mr. Strahan 
changed his line by suddenly demanding: ** Mr. 
McWilliams, whom have you been speaking to 


- about your eyidence since you have been on the 


stand?’ To this the witness, with an injured 
tone, replied: ** Why, Mr. Strahan, how could 
you—”’ 

Before he got any furtber Mr. Stranan re- 
peated the question and got thereply, "I have 
seen one counsel at times fora few minutes 
only.” 

Mr. Strahan—You are coming, as usual, a long 
way around before you come to the point. 

**T have spoken, I think, for a minute to Mr. 
Gallaway.”’ 

“You sayin your oath that you have never 
spoken to any one else about your evidence.”’ 

“I think not. Let me recall—” hesitatingly. 
“TI think not. Whatever conversation I have 
had has been entirely general.” 

Mr. Strahan then went into the question of the 
rights of the stocks entering into the consolida- 
tion, finally drawing from Mr. McWilliams 
the admission that so far as dividends were con- 
cerned all the stocks ranked equally after the 
consoliaation, though before it the Metropolitan 
and New-York got 10 per cent. and the Manhat- 
tan nothing except after the 10 per cent. was 
paid on the others. Mr. McWilliams explained 
that in the consolidation the New-York went in 
at 120, the Metropolitan at 110,and the Manhat- 
tan at 83. “Then,” inquired Mr. Strahan, * the 
stocks ot the roads owning the structures have 
been substantially doubled so far as relates to 
the payment of dividends?” 

At this, both Mr. Bookstaver and Goodwin 
jumped to their feet as if impelled by an earth- 
quake, putting in strenuous objections to the 
question. They wrangled and talked of going 
outside the issue, that the agreement was in 
court to speak for itself, but the Justice cut the 
matter short by directing an answer. The wit- 
ness then replied: ‘'I don't understand it so.” 

Mr. Bookstaver—It did not increase the capital 
one dollar. 

Mr. Strahan—Oh, you are altogether too far 
behind. You are an antediluvian so far as this 
case {s concerned. 
e*After this interchgnge of legal amenities the 
court called a halt, and everyone adjourned for 
luncheon. When the case was resumed Mr. 
Straban began: “In your deposition, in which 
you declare the statements of the Wall-Street 
ee | News false, what roads did you refer to?” 
. o The Metropolitan, New-York, and Manhat- 

an. 

** What road or roads did the Manhattan own 
prior to the consolidation ?” 

“They had a tease—” began Mr. McWilliams. 

** What didthey own ?”’ The witness finally ad- 
mitted they didn’t own any, but that all the 
structures were the property of the New-York 
and Metropolitan Companies. 

** As these two companies owned all tne roads, 
why did you include thé Manhattan ip your 
deposition ?” 

“In my mind the charge included the three 
companies. The article in the paper started out 
with the Manhattan—”’ 

**Then,’’ continued the lawyer, “the two 
companies owned the roads, burdened with 
$13,000,000 capital, and now after the consolida- 
tion they are burdened with $26,000,000. Is not 
that doubling the capital ?’’ 

To this Mr. Goodwininterposed an argument 
that the original $13,000,000 Manhattan stock 
had been distributed to the other companies, 
thereby increasing their capital to that extent. 
When he had finished Mr. Strahan arose and 
impressively said; “ This is a criminal charge, 
on which depends the liberty of the subject. 
Of all the confounded absurdities that were ever 
injected into a cause this beats anything ever 
heard of. Thisis nothing but jugglery. What 
road, Mr. McWilliams, had the Manhattan repre- 
senting this capital?” 

“Stop! stop! shouted Mr. Strahan, ‘“ the 
Justice has excluded all that does not appear in 
the complaint and you shall not go outside of 
itin your answers.” 

This led to a lively row between all the coun- 
sel, those for the plaintiff contending for the ad- 
mission of the explanation. Mr. Strahan did 
not pay any attention to them, but went on: 
** The capital of the roads must refer to compa- 
nies owning the roads,” finally extorting from 
the witness that the Manhattan owned only the 
lease of the others,

**Hasn’t the capital owning the property of 
the roads been doubled by the consolidation ?” 

This was a poser. The Justice ordered @ direct 
answer, and for five minutes Mr. McWilliams 
ruminated over his reply.

THE MANHATTAN TREASURER. 
WHO DANIEL W. M'WILLIAMS IS AND WHAT 
HE DOES, 

The witness Daniel W. McWilliams, 
whose sanctimonious manner has been partly 
exposed under the examination, was a legacy 
to Jay Gould with the purchase of the [ron 
Mountain Railroad. He is connected by 
marriage with Henry G. Marquand, who was 
one of the leading spirits and large owners of 
the lron Mountain. He married either a sister 
ora niece of the railroad millionaire who sets 
the fashion in certain circles in New-York 
and Newport. Mr. Marquand was _ for 
many years Vice-President and fiscal agent 
of the company in this city, and on the death of 
Thomas Alien, of St. Louis, was promoted to 
the chief office. McWilliams was given a place 
as Treasurer in consequence of his high connec- 
tion, and used to have a desk in Mr. Marquand’s 

office at Nassau and Pine streets. 

In May. 1881, Mr. Gould bought the bulk of the 
stock of the Iron Mountain Railroad, which was 
afterward exchanged at the rate of four shares 
for three of the Missouri Pacific. The orig- 
inal stock is now supposed to be among 
the treasury assets of the latter company. 

is not certain that the Treasurer 
was included in the bargain, but immediately aft- 
erward he was made Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Manhattan Railway, a position which he still 
holds. In the larger position he has shown the 
same gualities which distinguished him in the 
employ of Mr. Marquand. He has always been the 
subservient follower of his superiorsand de- 
cidediy the reverse to his subordinates. Many 
persons who haye had business with the Secre- 
tary’s office of the Manhattan Railway in the 
last few years haye wondered how that officer 
held his position, There was no need for the 
wonder. 

Mr. McWilliams lives on the Hill in Brook- 
lyn and is one of the pillars of Dr. Cuyler’s 
church. He is active in Sunday school work 
and is always present at all services and meet- 
ings. He keeps a horse and phaeton and every 
morning his wife drives him down to the Wall- 
strect ferry. He does not lose his precise and 
goody-goody manner in crossing the river, but 
when he enters No, 71 Broadway he may have 
torgotten certain Christian precepts.

BIG BEAR GETS AWAY.

GEN, MIDDLETON FORCED TO GIVE UP THE 
PURSUIT. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, June 12.—Gen. 
Middleton’s hunt for Big Bear has so far been a 
failure. The General bas met with insurmount- 
able difficulties in the pursuit, the course of the 
troops being impeded by muskegs and swamps, 
and through which supply and ammuni- 
tion wagons could not be drawn.

Late intelligence comes that Big Bear is com- 
ing back to meet Middleton's force, the Indian 
chief having collected ail his forces for a desper- 
ate break for victory. This is reported By scouts 
who have been following him since his flight. 


QUEBEC, June 12.—Charles Fitzpatrick 
and F. X. Lemieux have been retained to defend 
Riel in Regina. In an interview to-night they 
stated that they would undertake the defense if 
sufficient funds be provided to cover the ex- 
penses of the witnesses and to enable them to 
get such information as is required to defend 
such an important cuse. They would not make 
known what plea they will set up, but it will, 
doubtless, be that of insanity, and it is presumed 
that a number of witnesses will be summoned 
from Quebec to prove that Riel was insane while 
he was at the Beauport Asylum. 





AN OFFICER ROUGHLY HANDLED. 

While Officer Clark, of the Sixth Pre- 
cinct, Brooklyn, was attempting to disperse a 
gang of young ruffians on Withers-street, late 
on Thursday night, one of them knocked him 
down with a heavy stone, andimmediately the 
whole gang setuponhim.

WHAT A SAVANNAH STONECUTTER SAYS HB 
SAW IN RAYMOND-STREET JAIL. 


Henry Jones, of No. 412 Baltic-street, 
Brooklyn, was arrested for abandoning his wife 
about a week ago. He was locked up in the 
Raymond-Street Jail, where he died on Monday 
last. The cause of his death was said to be upo- 
plexy, syuperinduced by hard drinking. Jones 
had been ona spree for three weeks before his 
arrest. Yesterday morning aman who says ho 
is Patrick Fisher, a stonecutter, lately from 
Savannah, Ga., called at a local newspaper 
office and related a horrible story of the manner 
in which Jones died. Fisher, who was arrested 
and sentenced to 10 days’ imprisonment for 
drunkenness, was confined in the game tier with 
him. He says that on Sunday night Jones, who

Fisher then went on to attack the condition of 
the jail. Hesays that his cel! was dirty, full of 
vermin, and unfit for habitation, and that all 
other cells assigned to poor prisoners—those who 
can not or will not pay for better apartments— 
were inthe same condition. A reporter of THE 
TrEs visited the jail yesterday. Sberiff Farle 
and Warden Burroughs pronounced Fisher's 
story as ridiculousiy absurd. It would have 
been an impossibility for prisoners to get 
Jones in the condition Fisher says he saw 
him in, and a3 -for any prisoners havin 
the run of’? the jail, that was palpably absurd, 
The probability wags that Fisher was himself a 
littls ** off” and imagined his story. Jones never 
had a straitjacket on and aied from the cause 
stated. Ag to the condition of the jail itself, the 
Warden showed the reporter through it. The 
cells were perfectly clean, and Fisher must have 
imagined that part of nis accusgtion which re« 
lates to dirt and vermin.

HIS SECOND MARRIAGE HARD TO PROVE, 

A slender blonde, 30 years old, who gave 
her address as No, 847 Seventh-avenue and her 
name as Annie M. Fletcher, testified inthe York- 
ville Police Court yesterday that she was the 
wife of a car driver, Francis Fletcher, of No. 411 
West Fifty-sixth-street.

A witness named Henry Scheffler stated that 
Fletcher had admitted to him that he was mar- 
ried tothe Yates woman. The latter, however, 
who was present, swore that she was not mar- 
ried to the accused, although admitting that she 
boarded in the same house with him. She car- 
ried a young child in her arms. There being 
but little chance of proving the prisoner guilty 
of bigamy, Justice Murray put him under $300 
bonds to pay his wife $4 per week. 


A JOURNALIST'S DEATH. 

Mark Brent Newth died yesterday ab 
No. 236 Fourth-avenue, of a complication of 
disease’, due partly fo the opium habit. He 
was born in Lyons, N. Y., in 1850, and received 
an excellent education. He was a careful and 
bright member of the staff of the World under 
Manton Marble, afterward studied medicine, 
and reported for the Sun, the Jribune, the Star, 
and the Morning Journal.

A SUIT FOR MISREPRESENTATION 
IN WEST SHORE. 

THE VIEWS AND PURPOSE OF WILLIAM M™. 
LENT IN SEEKING HIS RIGHTS UNDER 
THE FIRST MORTGAGE, 

William M. Lent, Chairman of the Wind- 
for Hotel meeting of West Shore stockholders 
and of a conference of the New-York, Fhfladel- 
phia, and Utica Bondholders’ Committees, hav- 
Ing been asked to zive his views of the present 
West Shore position, said: ‘* I was satisfied that 
the last planof the Hewitt-McClellan Commit- 
tee would fail. In fact, 1 was much more pleased 
with the circular they issued in connection with 
the plan than with the plan itself, as in the cir- 
cular they recognized the points made against 
the first plan at the Windsor Hotel meeting, but 
I was surprised that they should have given as 
an excuse for that pian, which was issued over 
their names, that ‘they were not consulted.’ If 
plans are to be sent out without consideration, I 
propose to be very careful not to give any gen- 
eral authority to any committee to place a 
$15,000,000 to $25,000,000 mortgage ahead of my 
security. 

“The trouble with the plans in the past has 
been that the committees have been intimidated 
by the Winsiow-Porter-Pullman party with the 
statement that they can preventasale under 
foreclosure for six years by the yery complica- 
tions and entanglements which they themeelves 
have created. Iam assured by eminent coNnsel 
that the sale can be brought about at the very 
latest within six months, and I don’t propose to 
sign away any of myrights. West Shore invest- 
ors have in the past been kept too much in the 
dark. I have been in the hope of receiving a 
Statement of the company’s affairs from the 
Trustee or from one of the several committees 
who nave been so anxious to represent my 
bonds, but seeing no disposition on their part 
to make athorough investigationof the com- 

any’s condition, I have determined, in my own 
nterests and in those of the bondholders 
whom I represent, to commence an action 
in the UOnited States court, being a non- 
resident, against Gen. Edward F. Winsiow for 
misrepresentation, and my lawyers, who are 
now preparing the complaint, advise me that in 
such an action we will have the power to send 
for persons and papers whereby we will be able 
to thrcw. some light on the collusive manipula- 
lions of the men who are now trying to intimi- 
late us into waiving our full rights as owners 
pf the first mortgage. Before I consent to any 
mortgage being placed ahead of mine, I wanta 
statement of the purposes for which the money 
to be derived from it is required. The many 
pretensions of the late management now digni- 
fied by the name of claims will be wiped out by 
the court under our foreclosure proceedings, 
and when we get possession of our property 
under such toreclosure wecan then deal to the 
best advantage with the owners of the equip- 
ment, terminal! securities, and underlying liens. 

“Speaking of underlying liens, I was ap- 
proached and asked totake an interest in the 
purchase at an execution sale of 15 miles out of 
the main line of the West Shore Road, and as- 
jured that the sale wculd be good and that there 
was no right of redemption. For the purpose 
of inducing me to take that interest I was in- 
formed that onv of the most prominent men in 
New-York bad agreed to take a like interest in 
this juagment sale. I paid little attention to the 
matter at the time, but later I was astonished to 
note the name of that prominent gentleman in 
the list of the Hewitt-McClellan Committee. 1 
waited, thinking that the circular of the com- 
mittee might throw some light on the matter, as 
the position was so well known to one of its 
members, but not finding any reference to 

t, but merely the recommendation of a 
arge issue of bonds ahead of my security, 
to take care of underlying liens, at the discre- 
tion of the committee, I became convinced that 
the only course is to force the sale under fore- 
closure, and through such foreclosure to get our 
Jegal rights. When a sale is ordered by the 
court I favor depositing our bonds in a trust 
company and electing our committee, each bond 
to have a vote, which I think would be prefer- 
able to supporting any of the six committees 
now soliciting the signatures of the bondholders, 
and an assessment of $2 per bond for unneces- 
sary expenses. I would, however, advise bond- 
holders to send their names and addresses to the 

Trustee of the mortgage stating the number of 

bonds that they hold, and indorse the recom- 

meniation of the Philadelphia bondholders to 
press with all possible dispatch the foreclosure 
proceedings.”

LEBANON SPRINGS ROAD SOLD. 
ALBANY, June 12.—The Lebanon Springs 
Railroad was sold to-day under a foreclosure, at 
Greenbush, for $155,000, to Delos McCurdy, of 
New-York, who bid for William M. Foster, Jr., 
representing a New-York syndicate of bond- 
holders.“ The road was placed in the hands of a 
Receiver, J. W. Vanvalkenburgh, Oct. 1, 1880, 
and in 1888 W. N. Reynolds succeeded Mr. Van- 
valkenburgh, In addition to the $2,000,000 in 
first mortgage bonds there are outstanding 
about $350,000 of Receiver'scertificates. It runs 
from Chatham, N. Y., to Bennington, Vt., a dis- 
tance of 57 miles, crossing the Troy and Boston 
and the Boston, Hoosac Tunnel and Western 
Roads at Petersburg. The purchaser declined to 
speak about the plans of the syndicate. but it is 
believed they represept capitalists of New-York 
and Rutiand, who intend to join the Lebanon 
Springs Road with the Bennington and Rutland, 
then build a branch, about 12 miles, from 
Lebanon to the State line, connecting there 
with the Housatonic Railroad, which latter has 
now no outlet save over the Boston and Albany. 
The report of the New-York, Rutland and 
Montreal Road for 1884 to the Railroad Commis- 
ion probably throws some light on the scheme. 
tseays: * This company was organized for the 
urpose of consolidating the lines of the 
pri awed Springs Railroad in New-York and the 
ennington and Rutland Railroad Company in 
ermont into one corporation, and to construct 
or lease side lines and branches, the total length 
pontemplated being 137 miles. Nothing has been 
fone except to make and maintain the organi- 
tion.” Among the Directors are William M. 
oster, Jr., and W. V. Reynolds, late Receiver of 
the Lebanon Springs Road.

THE CANADA LINES. 

MonTREAL, June 12.—Sir Henry Tyler 
Jeaves here to-morrow for Ottawa to interview 
the Premier in reference to disposing of the 
North Shore Railway. He said there was no 
truth in the report thata pooling arrangement 
was made with the Canadian Pacific, as sucha 
course was forbidden by law, but he hoped to 
come to an amicable arrangement with that 
road. Nothing had yet been done in reference 
to jeasing the West Shore Railway in New- 
York, as its affairs are ip a most complicated 
ptate. Hesaid: “It will be a difficult task to 
come to a pooling arrangement with the Amer- 
ican lines, as there are so many conflicting inter- 
ests and competing lines, There is the difficulty 
between the New-York Central and the West 
Shore, and Mr. Vanderbilt is constructing a new 
West Shore in Pennsylvania, and then there are 
troubles in the West between some of the lines. 
We got, however, so far that matters have been 
referred definitely to a committee which is to 
meet in Chicago and perfect a scheme that will 
meet the views of the various conflicting parties 
in regard to pooling from all Western points. 
This scheme when perfected, and I think it_can- 

ot be perfected without meetings in New- 

ork, will have to be submitted to the Presi- 
dents of the trunk lines again, then definite pro- 

osals will be made, and then they will know 

ow to deal with these matters and be in a posi- 
tion to seriously consider each difficulty as it 
arises.”

THE MORTAR BUDDENSIEK USED. 


SCIENTIFIC AND EXPERT TESTIMONY AS TO 
ITS WORTHLESSNESS. 

Charles A. Buddensiek’s ferret-like eyes 
were riveted on the broad expanse of white ceil- 
ing in Part II. of the General Sessions yesterday 
morning. Occasionally they descended to the 
mundane scene being enacted in the court room, 
but it was only occasionally. When the defend- 
ant cast his eyes down below they fell upon the 
massive form of ex-Judge Fullerton, who, with 
spectacies negligently spanning his forehead, 
pored over a calf-bound book with assiduous 
care; upon Charles W. Brooke, who moved fre- 
quently from his seat, nervously energetic; 
upon Assistant District Attorney Nicoll, who, 
inaspotless white waistcoat, fittingly emblem- 
atic of “‘the people,” whom he represented, 
mildly pulled his light mustache; and upon the 
varied train of witnesses who during the day 
filed slowly toward the witness stand to add 
— mite of testimony to the budget already 
taken. 

After some routine testimony Prof, Charles F. 
Chandler was called to the stand. The Pro- 
fessor carried @ large sheet rolled upon a stick 
and bearing printed letters upon its surface. 
This was hung upon the western wall of the 
court, as though the witnesses and jurors were 
to be favored witha magic lantern entertain- 
ment. The words “ordinary building sand,” 
* coarse sand,” * fine sand,” and ‘** dust” headed 
long lists of figures on the sheet. Prof, Chandler 
deposited a large picnic hamper at his feet. 
When it was opened it was found to contain 
bricks, mortar, sand, and loam, inclosed in 
glasses, in various quantities and shapes. 

Prof. Chandler said that he had examined 
some of the mortar used in the construction of 
the buildings, and found that, as far as the quan- 
tity of lime employed was concerned, it con- 
tained the quantity usually found in mortar. 
With regard to the material used as sand, how- 
ever, he had carefully examined it. It was in no 
case sand, but was merely loam. Practically no 
sand had been used in the mortar in question. 
Ordinary building sand was, on the average, 
composed as follows: Pebbles, 2,98; coarse sand, 
84.34; fine sand, 9.97; dust, 2.07. Tne sand used 
in the mortar of the fallen buildings consisted 
of pebbles, 2.77; coarse sand, 25.63; fine sand, 
83.02, and dust, 38.57. It was impossible, said 
Prof. Chandler, to mix such mortar on account 
of the presence of so much fine dust. The bricks 
were very inferior. Prof. Chandler illustrated 
his remarks by dozens ot little bottles, carefully 
labeled’ and containing sand. He addressed a lect- 
ure tothe jury, who nodded their heads and 
looked very much as though they had never done 
anything else in their lives but listen to chemical 
analyses and comprehend them. 

Marc Bidlitz, an architect, and other witnesses 
corroborated Prof. Chandler’s statement as to 
the composition and poor quality of the mortar. 

Gotthold Haug. who was called, was not in 
court, and his wite explained that he had gone 
to look for work. 

Charles Frank, who is jointly indicted with 
Buddensiek for manslaughter, testified that he 
worked at the construction of the fallen houses. 
His mortar was made of fine stuff from the 
cellars, some sharp sand and some lime. 

‘* Who told you to use the dirt from the cellars 
for mortar?” 

“ Buadensiek.” 

* How was that,’’ asked the Recorder. 

“* He showed me the place to get it. I com- 
plained of the mortar to Buddensiek and asked 
him for more sand. Some of my mencomplained 
to me of the mortar.” 

**Were you limited for sand, Frank?” asked 
ex-Judge Fullerton, severely. “Is it not a fact 
that you were allowed to order it when you 
wanted it?” 

** We were allowed to order it, but it didn’t 
always come when we did.”’ [Laughter.] 

The case for the prosecution was then closed. 
Charles W. Brooke formally moved that the de- 
fendant be acquitted, which motion was as 
formally declined. Ex-Judge Fullerton openea 
forthe defense. Buddensiek, he said, had gone 
into his present business without any knowl- 
edge of the business. There were many oppor- 
tunities in this great city to build a house and 
sell it with profit. Buddensiek employed 
men who, he thought, knew their busi- 
ness. He relied upon them. Then city 
officials had visited the buildings from garret to 
cellar, and had seen everything connected with 
them. Buddensiek was quite warranted in lean- 
ing uponthose gentlemen and depending upon 
their judgment. From time to time they re- 
ported that some part of the buildings was not 
properly erected, and that if the process. of 
erection went up the building wouid be danger- 
ous. Notice was served upon Buddensiek and 
be was called upon, in the language of the law, 
to remedy the defect, In one or two instances 
he took down parts of the walls, in obedience 


to these demands, and re-erected them to satisfy © 


the officers. Buddensiek was warranted in be- 
lieving that he had done just exactly what his 
duty called upon him to do. 

The 12 impartial gentlemen who constituted 
the jury objected strenuously to the length of 
the sessions ordained by Recorder Smyth when 
he announced his intention of sitting until 9 P. 
M. As soon as the Recorder stated that he would 
hold court to-day two of the Jewlsh jurors rose 
and remarked that they bad never worked on 
Saturdays and must object to it. The Recorder 
placidly humored them. 

* Your Honor,” said one of the jurors, when 
Recorder Smyth had dismissed them to dinner 
at the expense of the county, “ will you allow 
me to eat somewhere else than Legeett’s Hotel? 
I'm quite willing to pay. I can’t eat the food 
there.” 

* You must go there,” said the Recorder. 

“It’s awful,” said another juror; “ can’tI go 
to another hotel?” 

“Gentlemen of the jury,” said Recorder 
Smyth sternly, ** Leggett’s Hotel is the only 
place which wiil give credit to New-York. Go 
there you must.” 

** Phew !” said Patrick Myhan, as he took the 
jury trom the room. ‘** What do the fellows 
want—the earth? Last night we gave ‘em 
chicken and eggs and I don’t know what. There 
were 12 0f *’em, and every blessed mother’s child 
had something different. We didn’t open no 
bins, and we didn’t tap no beer, and we didn’t 
venture on apy of Mumm’s extra dry, but they 
can’t expect it,",and Mr. Myban hustled them 
off to Leggett’s Hotel with intense alacrity and 
evident enjoyment. 

In the evening several witnesses for the de- 
fense were called. Patrick Manning testified 
that he had supplied sand for Buddensiek to 
Frank. When that person had complained he 
had brought more sand. George H. Toot testi- 
fied that he bad supplied cast iron columns and 
wrought iron beams for two of the fallen houses. 
The iron was quite as good as that he had always 
supplied during 14 years. Patrick Donohue tes- 
tified that he had supplied from 100 to 200 loads 
of first-class stone for the fallen buildings. The 
case was adjourned until Monday.

OLD FURNITURE SOLD AT AUCTION. 

Miss Susan Rapylea, aged 80, died at her 
residence near Douglaston, Long Island, two 
months ago. from injuries received by falling 
down stairs. After her death John Cornell, who 
had lived on the Rapylea farm since he was a 


boy, and bad worked for the dead woman for 
over 40 years, brought suit against her estate for 
the payment of money that was owing him at 
the time of her death. Yesterday her personal 
property was sold to pay Cornell's claim. The 
farm has been in the Rapylea family for up- 
ward of 100 years, and as the house was filled 
with relics of bygone days the sale attracted a 
large number of buyers. Among the many ar- 
ticles sold were several Dutch Bibles, one being 
over 200 years old, and selling for $9. A package 
of almanacs from 1800 to 1850 sold for $15. T'wo 
large piazza chairs over 200 years old were sold 
for $7 apiece and several spinning wheels for $6 
each. Among the articles sold was an old hat 
box two feet in diameter that would easily hold 
adozen ladies’ bonnets of the present style. 
Other articles sold were 24 old-tashioned ladies’ 
shawls, several tea and dinner sets of china over 
100 years ol., and a large quantity of mahogany 
furniture, most of which was made over 100 
yearsago. The bidding was spirited and many 
articles brought good prices. Bioodgood 
Cutter, the farmer poet, was a large purchaser. 





ACCUSING HER FATHER OF BRUTALITY. 

An agent of the Society-for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children brought before Jus- 
tice Kenna, in Brooklyn, Bastern District, 
yesterday morning, Francesca Naegle, a very 


pretty girl, 12 years old, who accused her father, 
Max Naegle, of No. 57 Stockholm-street, of hay- 
ing brutally treated her. The child said that her 
mother died last September, and since that time 
her father beat her in the most horrible manner 
every day without the slightest cause, except 
that he believed that his wife had been untrue 
tohim. He usedarattan cane, and sometimes, 
to make it hurt more, he would put one end of 
it in the fire, and, while it was smoldering, 
would beat her across the back with it. The 
giri showed herarms and back and they were 
black and biue and covered with bruises. Naegle 
is a professor of music, and Justice Kenna 
issued a warrant for his arrest. 


TEMPERANCE IN GEORGIA. 
ATLANTA, Ga., June 12.—The Georgia 
Temperance Convention concluded its session 
yesterday. Resolutions were adopted petition- 
ing the Legislature to pass a general local option 


law at its session next month, so that in every 
county in the State there can be an election on 

rohibition. Of the 138 counties in Georgia, 20 

ave restricted the sale of liquor and 80 have 
absolutely prohibited it, It is thought that 
more than half of the 38 counties where the sale 
of liquor is now unrestricted will be carried for 
prohibition if the Legislature passes the law 
asked for. The resolutions declare that tem- 
perance must not be mixed with politics, and in 
the election for members for the State at large 
of the Executive Committee. two Democrats 
and two Republicans were chosen. There were 
several negro delegates in the convention, and 
resolutions were passed to tharoughly organize 
the temperance movement among the negroes 
throughout the State. 








MR. SENEY’S JUDGMENT.

SOME SEARCHING QUESTIONS IN THE SUIT 
AGAINST THE METROPOLITAN BANK. 
George I. Seney continued his testimony 
yesterday before Referee Cole in the case of F. 
H. Smith, Receiver of the Atlantic National 
Bank, of Brooklyn, against the Metropoiitan 
Bank for an accounting and recovery of $232,000, 
which wasthe amount of the Atlantic Bank's 
deposit with the Metropolitan Bank at the time 
of the latter’s collapse. The general charge 
against Mr. Seneyis that he loaned out this 
money or the greater part of it without author- 
ty. Mr. Seney said repeatedly that he had 
loaned out the money by direction and at the 
request of President Puffer, of the Atlantic 
Bank. It was Mr. Seney’s habit to pass. upon 
nearly all the loans that were made by or 
through his bank. They amounted, including 
discounted paper, to about $12,000,000a year. Fre- 
quently he accepted collateral without notes. 
That became customary during the years that 
notes were highly taxed. It had been his busi- 


ness for years to keep posted on the value of se- 
eurities, and he thought he knew what was good 
collateral. As he was making loans all the time, 
he couldn't remember on just what collateral 
the Atlantic Bank’s money was loaned. But he 
insisted that the loans had been made on the 
authority of President Puffer. He loaned moncy 
at times to Nelson, Robinson & OCo., that firm 
consisting of his son-in-law and his two sons, 
In determining the value of securities he was 
influenced sometimes by the market price and 
sometimes by other considerations. He regard- 
ed Ohio Central and East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia securities, in which he had large 
personal interest, worth much more than their 
market price, and he made loans on them in ac- 
cordance with his judgment ot their real, rather 
than their market, value. 

1%“ You tried to keep close track of those prop- 
erties, didn’t you?” asked Mr. Stetson. 

“ Yes, I tried to, and thought I knew.” 

“Sometimes they got away from you?” 

“They did,’? Mr. Seney replied, shading his 
eyes. 

“Wasn't that the cause of the bank’s crisis? 
Didn’t it bring on the failure?” 

“IT wouldn’t like to say that,’’ was the some- 
what resenttul answer. “I don’t knowthat Iam 
called upon to explain that in this case.” 

The Referee agreed with Mr. Seney and Mr. 
Stetson did not press the question, but went on 
to get atthe distinction, in Mr. Seney’s mind, 
between real and market values, Mr. Seney 
said the general test of value was the market 
price; but frequently property sold for less than 
its real value. The Tennessee Road, for in- 
stance, at the time he was loaning money on its 
securities, was doing such a business as would 

ustify a higher price for its securities than they 
rought in the market. 

** But since then,”* Mr. Stetson inquired, “ have 
not earnings decreased, and market price also ?”’ 

“Yes. I judged they would continue to in- 
crease, but instead they diminished; and the 
market value has fallen with the diminished 
earnings.” 

“Tnen, after all, isn’t the market price a fair 
test of real values?” 

**Perhaps so, zenerally.” 

The hearing will be continuea, 





END OF THE TENNIS TOURNAMENT. 


SEARS WINS THE SINGLES, AND SEARS AND 
CLARK THE DOUBLES. 

The third and last day of the tourna- 
ment for thelawn tennis championship of the 
Middle States brought together more -people 
than either of the previous days. The delight- 
ful weather caused the ladies to put inan ap- 
pesrance in great numbers. They evinced great 
pleasure in the games, and vigorously applauded 
the play of Beekman, of the Staten Island Club, 
who appeared to be their favorite. It was 4 
o’olock before the compétitors for the singles, 
Messrs. H. A. Taylor, of Harvard, and R. D. Sears, 
of the Longwood Cricket Club, started the first 
game of thefinals. Taylor, who has hitherto 
played a very fine single game, did notappear to 
be at home with his formidable antagonist, 
although he made a very good fightin the first 
set, and was only beaten by a majority of two 
gamesinsix. After that he went all to pieces, 
and could only score four games out of 12 in the 
next two sets, losing three straight, the score 
being 6—4, 6-1, 6—3. 

As soon as this was over the final doubles were 
commenced, Messrs. J. 8. Clark, of the Young 
America Club, and R. D. Sears giving battle to 
H. A. Taylor and R. L. Beekman, of the Staten 
Islands. SHefore starting the game an enter- 
prising photographer got them in position and 
took a picture of the players, with the specta- 
torsasa background. The game was the best 
of avery interesting series. The service was 
commenced by Beekman from the south court, 
and won by his side, game—15. They also capt- 
ured the fuurth and sixth games, but after 
that could not get another, the set ending 6—8 
in favor of Sears and Clark. The second set 
was productive of very fine play toward the 
end of it, the last three games being won by 
Sears and Clark only after ‘‘deuce’’ had been 
called by the marker no less than seven times, 
Beekman's play was very vigorously applaud- 
ed, owing to his driving strokes and fine service, 
together with some brilliant rallies.

The third set was hotly contested. Beekman 
and Taylor started out by winning two straight

They were of 
hammered sterling silver, with racquet bats in 
relief. The singles prize is mug-shaped, and the 
two for the doubles were oval-shaped. 





RELEASED BY THE HAYTTANS. 


A SHORT, SHARP ORDER FROM SECRETARY 
BAYARD IN MR. VAN BOKKELEN’S CASE, 
Letters to this city state that the Gov- 

ernment of Hayti has paid the debts of Charles 

A. Van Bokkelen, an American citizen, and re- 

leased him from jail. It is said to have done so 

on account of a rumor on the streets of Port 
au Prince that Minister Thompson was proceed- 
ing from Washington in a man-of-war to de- 
mand the prisoner’s release, and secure it by 
force if necessary. The Haytians think that by 
paying his debts they evade an admission of 


error on their part, but immediately on his ar- 
rival here, in a few days, Mr. Van Bokkelen will 
go to Washington and file a claim for damages. 

Mr. Van Bokkelen has been a resident of 

Hayti for 16 years, and for’ years was Consul 
for that country in this city. About five years 
ago the Provisional Government ordered about 
$30,000 worth of military clothing and ree 
through Van Bokkelen. When the delivery 
took place the Salomon Government was tn pow- 
er, and seized the goods under the laws of Hayti. 
Salomon refused to pay for them, thereby caus- 
ing the agent’s financial embarrassment. Van 
Bokkelen succeeded in settling for all except 
$5,000 due to Topliz, a New-York dealer, and 
two other parties. About two years ago he 
wrote to Secretary Frelinghuysen asking if, 
under the treaty with Hayti, he could make an 
assignment. The reply was that he could do so. 
He therefore made an assignment and Topliz 
caus ed his arrest and imprisonment 15 menths 
ago. This act was permitted by the Haytian Goy- 
ernment on the ground that a foreigner was not 
entitled to immunity from imprisonment in 
Hayti except under treaty provisions. The 
laws of that country further ro- 
vide that a prisoner confined for debt 
must settle with other creditors who have 
{udgments against him before he can secure re- 
ease. Van Bokkelen, backed by Secretary Fre- 
linghuysen, claimed that our treaty gave him 
the right to assign. Minister Langston was 
baffled in every effort to secure his release by ex- 
tended communications on the subject hurled at 
him by the Salomon Government. He went to 
Washington with the caseand Secretary Freling- 
huysen instructed him to return and persist in 
his demands. On his return he did secure Van 
Bokkelen’s removal to the hospital, byt four 
months ago the prisoner was dragged therefrom 
and recommitted to jail. 

Secretary Bayard examined the papers in the 
case and told Minister Thompson to get the man 
out or force would be employed. While this 
case has been pending a British subject was put 
in jail by the Haytians for an identical act. The 
British Consul secured his release within 24 hours 
by exhibiting a dispatch for a man-of-war to 
come and blot the island out of the way of pass- 
ing vessels.

LovuIsviILtLE, Ky., June 12.—A novel suit 
was begun inthe Chancery Court this morning by 
the filing of a petition by Mattie Palmer against 
William E. Montgomery, asking that a marriages 
between them be declared void. and that Mont- 


omery be enjoined from making any claim to 
fer children. The petition says the plaintiff was 
married to Montgomery in 1877, believing him to 
be a white man. She claims now that he has 
negro blood in his veins, and prays that the 
marriage be declared null. Montgomery is a 
musician and traveling lecturer for museums, 
and Jookslike a Caucassian. Miss Palmer is the 
daughter of a groceryman here and is quite 
pretty.

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


WILLIAM A. WHITE CHARGED WITH KILL- 
ING SAMUEL PROPER. - 
PoucHrerpsir, N. Y., June 12.—The 
progress of the trial of William A. White, in- 
dicted for murder in the first degree for killing 
Samuel Proper at Dover Pluins on Feb. i2, ox- 
cites great interest. All day the court room has 
been thronged, and hundreds have been turned 
away unable to gain admission. District At- 
torney Hackett was assisted by James L. 
Williams, one of the Board of State Assessors, 
who is Assistant District Attorney. The counsel 
for the prisoner were William I. Thorn, Thomas 
J. Swift, and Guy C. H. Corliss. The case is be- 
ing tried before C. F. Brown, who is probably 


the youngest Judge on the Supreme Court 
Bench of the State. Mrs. Jennie White, wife of 
the prisoner, sat behind her husband. Near 
Mrs. White were Mrs. Proper, mother of the 
murdered man, and sister of Mrs. White; Amelia 
Dutcher, another sister; Isaac White, Cashier of 
the Chase National Bank of New York, and Dr. 
Frank Osborne, both brothers-in-law of the 
prisoner, 

The District Attorney put the murdered man’s 
mother, Ruth Proper, on the stand, and she 
swore to the fact that her son came home 
wounded, and as she assisted him up stairs he 
exclaimed, **Ma, I’m shot; Will shot me.’’ He 
showed her where he was wounded. The Dis- 
trict Attorney put the piood-stained vest, with 
the bullet hole init, in evidence. He put Drs. 
Hammond and Pearce on the stand and had the 
wound described, and both swore it caused 
Proper’s death. Then he put in evidence the 
ante-mortem statement, in which Proper gave 
details of bis quarrel with White at Mary Vin- 
cent’s on the day of the shooting, his subsequent 
meeting with White op the Harlem Railroad 
track at Dover Plains, near Mrs. Reed's barn, the 
goct Vincent being with White, and avowing 

hat there was where White shot him. Next A. 
P. Jenkins was sworn, and showed that White 
and Proper had a quarrel in Corwin’s Hotel, 
Dover Plains, that afternoon, and cuffed each 
other hard, White leaving first and saying to 
Proper, ‘**D—n you, Ill get square with you be- 
fore I go to bed.” 

Martin Wilcox, who lived in Mary Vincent's 
house, swore that Proper visited Mary day 
times and White visited her at night. Witness 
said that a week ortwo before the murder he 
was with White and George Burr, and White 
said to him: “ J’ll give you $150 to crack Proper 
inthe head.”* Witness replied: ‘**No; if you 
want Proper’s head cracked do it yourself ?”’ 
White replied: ‘* No; I’ve got money enough 
to hire it done.” White was quite drunk. 

Maggie Barrett swore that she was going along 
the railroad on the night of the murder, 
when she met White going in a different direc- 
tion. Soon after leaving him she met Sebas- 
tian Whalen, passed him, and was approaching 
the railroad signal when she heard a pistol shot. 
Other witnesses told about hearing a pistol shot, 
and then Sebastian Whalen testified that on that 
evening he started for home and went down the 
railroad track. He met ny Barrett, spoke 
to her, and passed on. Then he saw a lady on 
the sidewalk whom he supposed to be Hattie 
Varney. Thenext person he met was a man 
running up the track. He continued on and 
met William J. White and Mary Vincent. He 
had heard the report of what he then thought 
was a firecracker or torpedo, and he saw a flash. 
When he met White he heard Mary Vincent say: 
* Oh, how you scared me; oh, ,.Will, you don't 
know what you have done!’ They had their 
hands together andin the raysof a locomotive 
banditaws witness saw something gleaming like 
a pistol. 

White said to witness: “You want to take 
your oath you wili never say anything about 
this.” Witness said: ‘‘Hold on, boss, you’ve 
got the wrong man.” Whitesaid: “Take your 
oath you won’t say anything or I'll shoot you!” 
Witness replied: ‘tl douw’t know anything.” 
White again said: ‘“*Take your oath.” “I will 
take my oath,” said Whalen, and he took White’s 
hand. On his crose-examination Whalen said he 
had carried a pistol and sold it. He carried it 
one once, and that was on the night Proper was 
shot. 

The prosecution rested at noon. Thomas J. 
Switt opened for the defense, calling White as 
the first witness. He testified that he and Proper 
were always good friends. He denied having a 
quarrel with him on Feb. 12. He swore he did 
not shoot Proper nor did he ever offer ‘* Dod 
Wilcox” $150 to kill Proper with an axe. He 
swore as to his being a married man with two 
children, and to his intimacy for over two years 
with Mary Vincent and to giving her money at 
different times during that period. 

Mary Vincent told of her acquaintance with 
Proper and White, and of their meeting at her 
apartments on the afternoon of Feb. 12, show- 
ing no signs of unfriendly feeling whatever. She 
said after that White left her, seeing Cooper was 
intoxicated and about to go up the railroad 
track, she went with him, as she knew a train 
was about due at the time. While walking she 


heard a report and saw a flash, and Proper ran’ 


away. She watched him a minute and then 
turned to go back along the track and met 
White, and while White and she were talking a 
tall man went by from the direction of whence 
she saw the flash, and seemed to avoid her and 
White. She did not recognize theman. Mary 
swore White did not have a pistol, and she did 
not know Proper was shot until the next 
morning, 3 

Mrs. Jennie White, the prisoner’s wife, testi- 
fied her husband was intoxicated on the night 
of the shooting. When he came to the house 
she was sure he had no pistol, because, as was 
her habit when he was drunk, she searched his 
pockets for money and found no pistol in them. 
Other witnesses contradicted some of the testi- 
mony given by the prosecution, and at5 P. M. 
both sides rested. Counse! on each side took two 
hours each to sum up, when Judge Brown 
charged the jury and that body retired,

ADJUDGED GUILTY OF CONTEMPT., 


THE PERIL OF THE GOLD AND STOCK: TELE- 
GRAPH COMPANY’S OFFICERS. 

An order has been made by Judge J. F. 
Daly, of the Court of Common Pleas, adjudging 
the Gold and Stock Telegraph Company, its 
President, Norvin Green, and its Secretary, 
Abijah R. Brewer, guilty of contempt of court, 
and directing that a commitment issue com- 
manding the Sheriff to arrest Green and Brewer 
and hold them in Ludlow-Street Jail until they 
and the company comply with the terms of the 
violated order of the court. In 1882 the firm of 
Hammond & Dodge, of No. 42 Broadway, ob- 
tained an injunction restraining the Go!d and 
Stook Telegraph Company from .carrying outa 
threat to remove from their office or to make 
useless to them two of its *‘ tickers” which they 
hired. The company rested under the injunc- 
tion until the early part of this year, when it 
movedto have the order vacated. The motion 
was denied, but the company soon afterward 
stopped sending quotations to ammond & 
Dodge, and finally cut the wires leading to their 
**tickers.”” Hence the motion to punish for con- 
tempt, which has been granted by JudgeJ. F. 
Daly, who in his order has gee Stephen D. 
Law Referee to ascertain the damages to be 
awarded Hammond & Dodge for their depriva- 
tion of the quotations.

GOOD PRICES AT THE HORSE SALE AT THE 
MADISON-SQUARE GARDEN. 

The sale of thoroughbreds at the Madi- 
son-Square Garden drew a large crowd of turf- 
men to that place yesterday. It proved to be 
the most successful sale yet held in this city. It 
was under the auspices of Easton’s National 
Horse and Cattle Exchange, and Mr. Easton 
officiated as auctioneer. He had a long siege of 
it, as the gale continued uninterruptedly for 
eight hours with undiminished interest. Most 
of the prominent turfmen were present at one 
time or another during the progress of the sale, 
and Mr. George L, Lorillard was a particularly 
interested spectacor and buyer. The master of 
Preakness was also present, and looked su- 
premely happy when Capt. Coster handed him a 
check for the amount of the Empire City Handi- 
cap Stakes, which Himalaya won on Tuesday. 

The sale began with the disposal of a trio of

24 head, which brought an aggregate of $9,080. 
Mr. Reed was offered $5,000 for the pick of three 
colts the day before, which he refused. There 
was great enthusiasm when the Spendthrift 
yearlings were offered.

The Signal Service Bureau report tndi- 
gates for to-day. in this city, fatr, slightly 
warmer weather, followed toward evening 
by rain. 








The Governor spent the day yesterday 
{n using his pruning knife upon the Sup- 
ply bill, and it is said that he expects to 
announce the result this afternoon. Ap- 
parently he has completed his examina- 
tion of the other bills left in his hands at 
the close of the session of the Legislature. 
There has been no intimation of his de- 
cision in regard to the Brooklyn Bridge 
bill or that providing for a commission 
to see that electric wires are laid under 
ground. Both these measures are of great 
importance. Although the former is defect- 
ive no harm could come of its operation un- 
til such time as its defects could be reme- 
died, and its purposes are of such imme- 
diate importance that it ought to be signed. 
We have heard of no defects in the other 
pill, and the simple question is whether 
there should be an official board to ap- 
prove the methods devised for laying 
‘wires under ground and to see that they 
pre applied, or whether the companies 
phould be left to defy the law and invite 
a contest with the public authorities 
which will have the right to remove all 
poles and wires from the streets after the 
Ist of November. There seems to be no 
question as to the Governor’s duty in re- 
gard to this measure. 








Secretary WHITNEY decided that the 
Dolphin must be tried at sea as well as in 
the quiet waters of the Sound, because he 
wanted to find out how she would be- 
have under those conditions to which all 
naval vessels in active service are exposed. 
But the sea was smooth, and for this rea- 
zon the trial was practically a repetition of 
the trial on the Sound. For this reason the 
Secretary is not satisfied, because he ex- 
pected that the vessel would be exposed 
to heavy seas that would test her struct- 
ural strength. There seems to have been 
a misunderstanding about this trial at sea. 


In his letter to Mr. Roack the Secretary 


said that the trial should take place on a 
day to be named by Mr. RoacH. It now 
appears that the trial was made with- 
out Mr. Wuitnry’s knowledge and 
under orders given by mistake from 


Washington in his absence, It also ap- 


pears that a trial in smooth water was 


not what the President of the Examining 
Board asked for in the suggestion which 
caused the Secretary to require a sea trial, 


but this President and his associates were 
on board the Dolphin when she made the 


trip down the Jersey coast and are said to 
have expressed satisfaction. 








The Oklahoma raiders have repeatedly 
asserted that, while they were excluded 
by force from Oklahoma, the cattlemen 
were allowed by the Government to live 
there. In reply it has been said that there 
_™eere no cattlemen on the lands in ques- 
tion, and representatives of the Govern- 
“ment have assured the leader of the raid- 

tts that cattlemen would not be per- 
. mitted to occupy any part of that region.

tlemen are in possession. It appears, 
therefore, that the Government has been 
deceived by some of its agents, and that 
there has been sufficient ground for the 
raiders’ complaints, There is room for 
great improvement in the administration 
of Indian affairs, and a thorough over- 
hauling of the Interior Department will 
reveal many places in which improve- 
ment can be made and should be made at 
once. The raiders can find no defense for 
their course and. they deserve no sym- 
pathy, but all invaders of Oklahoma, be 
they rich or poor, should receive the same 
treatment. 








Mr. Samvugt J. Ranpaui is not doing 
much to strengthen the present Adminis- 
tration by leading the crowd of office 
seekers in Washington. There is just a 
suspicion that his desire is not to 
strengthen the Administration but him- 
self, and that he hasa policy of his own for 
which he cares more than for that of the 
President. He may discover in time that 
the Administration cannot be used to an 
indefinite extent to help him at its own 
expense, 








The movement in favor of closing the 
business establishments of this city on 
Saturday afternoon during the Summer 
months is extending rapidly, though it 
cannot be said to be general. Some firms 
which propose to close early during July 
and August have not decided to do so for 
the rest of this month. Itis very desirable 
that this movement should be general in 
order that there may be no pressure from 
competition to. break it down. There 
is no doubt whatever that the full 
volume of each week’s business can 
be done in five and a half days, 
and in order that its natural dis- 
tribution may not be interfered with it is 
necessary that all the leading establish- 
ments at least should co-operate in mak- 
ing a recognized custom of the early clos- 
ing on Saturday. That alone would im- 
press upon customers the necessity of fin- 
ishing their week’s trading by noon of 
that day. Once the custom was estab- 
lished there would be found no serious in- 
convenience in it. It depends on the busi- 
ness men to establish it, but there should 
be a cheerful acquiescence on the part of 
those who are in the habit of making 
purchases on Saturday afternoon. 








The experiment of cleaning the streets 
with sea water which was made on 
Wednesday night is admitted to have 
been successful, inasmuch as it did clean 
the streets. The objections to it are en- 
tirely theoretical. One official, while ad- 
mitting that washing the streets from a 
hose cleaned them, objected to the process 
as tending to tear up the pavements, and 
preferred street cleaning by means of 
sprinkling carts filled with salt water 
and followed by gangs of men with 
brooms; and he recommended this modifi- 
cation upon the extraordinary ground 
that it was ‘‘a much simpler plan.” Per- 
haps an even simpler plan would be to 
moderate the force of the stream, by 
means of aspray nozzle or otherwise, so 
that it would wash the pavements without 
dislocating them. Pending the comple- 
tion of the new aqueduct the use of 
salt water in street cleaning is of 
great public importance as _ helping 
to save the water supply. There 
is no reason, so far as appears, why the 
salt water should not be copiously used 
by householders as well as by the munic- 
ipal authorities. The same private or- 
ganizations which formerly kept the 
streets clean, in spite of the official street 
cleaners, might be used to secure supplies 
of salt water for flushing them. The re- 
sult would be to enhance the comfort as 
well as the cleanliness and salubrity of the 
neighborhoods thus served. 








THE FUNCTION OF OPPOSITION. 


The first authoritative declaration of 
Republican doctrine since the party as- 
sumed the important function of opposi- 
tion to the party in power appears in the 
platform of the Ohio Convention. It is 
interesting as an indication of the spirit in 
which that function is to be performed. 
Doubtless one useful purpose of a party in 
opposition is to serve as a check upon the 
party which has control of the adminis- 
tration of affairs, but an object which 
from the politician’s point of view is at 
least equally important is to recover con- 
trol for itself. The Ohio platform is very 
liberal in its condemnation, its denuncia- 
tion, and its arraignment of the Adminis- 
tration. It reminds one strongly of a long 
series of Democratic platforms which were 
equally emphatic in condemning, de- 
nouncing, and arraigning. So long as the 
old party of opposition confined itself 
chiefly to this function of scolding it made 
no progress whatever. It convinced no 
one that it had a sounder policy than that 
which it condemned, or that it would 
manage affairs better than the party 
which it persisted in arraigning. It was 
not until it dropped the practice of in- 
discriminate denunciation and made a di- 
rect issue on the question of administra- 
tive reform that it convinced the people 
that it might be safe to trust it with con- 
trol. 

The Democratic Party has been in power 


but little more than three months, and if 
there is any disappointment itis not due 
to the extent to which it has belied the 
expectations of those who concluded for 
the first time that it might be trusted, or 


justified the predictions of those who in- 
sisted that it was not safe to trust it, 


Many people were fearful that there might 
be peril in the change of party control, 
who nevertheless decided to run the risk. 


Thus far there is no sign of this peril, but 
on the contrary there is more confidence 


than ever that old abuses are to 
be uncovered and corrected. There is 
no sign of the threatened subversion of 
political rights, no reckless overturning of 
the public service, no upsetting of civil 
service reform, and no indication of the 
domination of Confederate Brigadiers in 
Washington. The demonstration that 
Democratic ascendency does not involve 
the perils that were confidently predicted 
is a strong point in favor of that party, 
and against it condemnation of the 
lowering of the national flag out of 
respect toa former Cabinet officer or of 





the appointment of ‘ unrepentant rebels” | 
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to office will be impotent. Opposition 
will have to be conducted on a broader 
basis than this to be effectual or even use- 
ful. 

The declaration of the Ohio Republicans 
on civil service reform is a significant in- 
dication of the wholesome effect of party 
defeat. Until the party was thrown out 
of control of the Federal offices its po- 
sition on this great question was equivo- 
cal and uncertain. The nominations which 
it made last year gave no promise of realiz- 
ing the hopes of the advocates of the 
reform. It was due to this fact 
and to the other fact that the 
record and pledges of the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Presidency did 
afford such promise that the change of 
last November was brought about. The 
cause to which the Republicans of Ohio 
now so unreservedly commit themselves 
was almost an object of derision in the 
West. If being placed in opposition to 
the Administration shall induce the 
party to place itself squarely and 
unqualifiedly in favor of carrying out 
this reform fully and faithfully it 
will take one important step toward re- 
gaining the confidence which it so heed- 
lessly forfeited. It is by taking such a 
position that it can best serve the purpose 
of checking any rash inclinations of the 
party in power and hold it to a high 
standard of action, because it can thereby 
most effectually threaten it with a loss of 
power should it fail to fulfill its promises. 

It is certain that some positive policy 
must be the basis of opposition in order 
to beget a hope of a return to power. 
This cannot be accomplished by barren 
criticism or fierce denunciation. Neither 
can it be promoted by such factious oppo- 
sition to the President’s appointments as 
has been suggested as the réle of the Sen- 
ate next Winter. Such a course would be 
more likely to promote a change in the 
political complexion of the Senate at the 
first opportunity. Politicians are apt to 
forget that party changes are not brought 
about by the strict voting strength of either 
party, and appeals to party spirit or prej- 
udice are therefore of little avail. There 
is a balance of power swayed by.men of 
independent judgment and action which 
must turn the scale if it is to be turned. 
A party in opposition must aim at adding 
to its strength if it would nourish its 
hope of gaining control, and to do this 
it must have a consistent policy to urge, 
and must set against any failure or 
shortcoming of the Administration some 
practical assurance that it could and 
would do better. 














LORD SALISBURY’S OUTLOOK. 


Mr. GLADSTONE has not ‘‘gone to Can 
ossa” as the Conservatives kindly advised 
him to do. He has not even gone to Bal- 
moral, as the Queen was reported to have 
commanded him to do. To remain in 
office as a target for the taunts of the 
Conservatives upon being a Prime Minis- 
ter whom the House of Commons had 
definitively rejected would have been 
a humiliation to which no English- 
man not blinded by party spite and 
rage can seriously wish to subject a man 
like Mr. GLADSTONE. Of course in recom- 
mending him to assume that painful and 
degrading attitude the Conservatives were 
not thinking of him, but only of them- 
selves, and how very awkward it would 
be for them to take up the Ministry just 
long enough before the close of the ses- 
sion to force them to produce a pro- 
gramme with which to go to the country. 

A programme is a thing which the 
Conservative leaders not only do not happen 
to have about them, but would find great 
difficulty in preparing. Fancy a political 
platform upon which Lord SaLisBury, 
Sir StarrorpD NorTHCOTE, Lord Ran- 
DOLPH CHURCHILL, and Mr. ParRNELL 
could all stand! For Mr, PaRNELL, too, 
must be reckoned with and placated if 
the Conservative Ministry is to carry on 
the Government even for a few weeks; 
and it would be even more disastrous for 
the Conservatives to confess that they 
cannot carry on the Government than to 
be forced to carry it on in a manner satis- 
factory to the Home Rulers. And after 
all it is not clear that even Mr. PARNELL 
would be acrookeder stick in the Con- 
servative fagot than Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL. 

Nevertheless, in spite of the-avowed dis- 
inclination to form a Ministry and under- 
take the Government, on the part of Lord 
SALISBURY, which has succeeded his 
avowed willingness to attempt that 
achievement, he simply must accept the 
responsibility which his party seeks by 
the very fact of its opposition. It was 
inevitable that this should be the result, 
unless Mr. GLADSTONE was anxious to 
turn the other cheek tothe smiter. It 
was inevitable, too, that Lord SaLIsBURY, 
in spite of his capital defects for the 
place, should be chosen to head the new 
Ministry, and this inevitableness brings 
into unpleasant prominence the lack of 
leadership in his party. The selection “of 
Sir StarFrorD Nortucore for the Chan- 
cellorship of the Exchequer and the lead- 
ership of the House of Commons was al- 
most equally inevitable and contains much 
the same moral, There is no reason why 
anybody should envy Lord Saissury his 


promotion. The very composition of a 


Conservative Cabinet, beyond the two 
places already assigned, not to speak of 
what is to follow, is a task beyond any- 
body’s power to perform, with the mate- 
rial at hand for the purpose, in sucha 


manner as to keep the party united, 


Meanwhile, whatever either momentary 
chagrin or a mild and chronic longing for 
leisure and study may have led Mr. Guap- 


STONE to threaten, it seems safe to pre- 
dict that he will not carry out his threat 


of retirement. The Liberal Party needs 
him. Without him it would be as 
acephalous as the, Tory Party has been 
since the death of Lord BEACONSFIELD. 


The rupture between the Whigs and the 
Radicals would become open and in- 
capable of being bridged if the Liberal 
leader were to be withdrawn who has 
always contrived to keep a foot in each 
camp in spite of his steady progress toward 
Radicalism. Moreover, Mr. GLADSTONE 
is by temperament incapable of “ retir- 
ing” while a blow is to be struck ina 
cause which interests him. He has hon- 





| estly tried it before. and found that he 





cannot doit. There cannot be a doubt 
that, if he is physically able to repeat 
the famous canvass of Mid-Loth- 
ian, he will do so in some “ close 
district,” and that his speeches 
will contain the clearest and strongest 
exposition of those Liberal doctrines upon 
which the greatest number of Liberals can 
unite, and upon which, accordingly, the 
Liberals will have the best hopes of be- 
ginning the next Parliament with as strong 
a majority as they mustered at the begin- 
ning of the present. Mr. GLaDSTONE’s 
personality is the one factor indispensable 


to such a success, 
ft 


WEST POINT AND ANNAPOLIS. 


The closing exercises of the Naval 
Academy have already taken place and 
those of the Military Academy are in 
progress. The year at both institutions 
has been upon the whole quiet, and their 
respective Superintendents may be con- 
gratulated upon their gratifying state of 
efficiency. Both Gen. MERRITT and Capt. 
RAMSAY encountered trouble at first in 
enforcing the regulations against hazing; 
but the firm position taken on _ this 
subject seems to have had good results. 
The practice never has been and perhaps 
never will be wholly eradicated. But it 
can be restrained within such moderate 
bounds as not to challenge authority and 
destroy discipline. In addition we have 
the testimony of ex-Secretary LINCOLN 
that at West Point the rigid enforcement 
of the provision of the statute which pro- 
hibits the return of any cadet once dis- 
missed for deficiency in studies or con- 
duct, except upon the recommendation 
of the Academic Board, has of late bene- 
fited the discipline. 

In some former years the institutions at 
West Point and Annapolis were made the 
target for severe attack. They are not so 
assailed now, and we doubt whether their 
value to the country was ever more gen- 
erally recognized. The truth is apparent 
that modern warfare is becoming more 
and more a matter of science. Secretary 
WHITNEY recognized this when he told 
the naval graduates at Annapolis the 
other day that their profession had 
been greatly chahged during the last 
thirty or forty years, and that it was 
not enough for them now to know sim- 
ply how to take aship into action and 
manage her there. ‘‘ Now,” he said, ‘it 
is the construction of the ship which plays 
the important part. The greatest naval 
commander in the world would be at a 
great disadvantage if poorly placed. You 
are tofurnish also the implements with 
which the battles are to be won.” Our 
own country, like others, appreciates the 
importance of well educated officers, now 
that the mechanical element in warfare is 
constantly gaining through the progress 
of invention. 

The same tendency toward thorough 
education is observed in the establishment 
of supplementary schools in both services. 
The army now not only has the Academy 
at West Point, but the Artillery School at 
Fortress Monroe, the School of Applica- 
tion for infantry and cavalry at Fort 
Leavenworth, and the Engineer Station 
at Willet’s Point, while Gen. SHERIDAN 
has strongly recommended a special cav- 
alry establishment at Fort Riley. The 
navy already possesses besides the 
Academy at Annapolis and the school 
ships and training ships, a torpedo 
school at Newport, and has _ found- 
ed a naval war school at Coasters’ 
Harbor Island. Where non-commissioned 
officers in the army are recommended for 
commission, they have to study and to 
pass prescribed examinations, so that the 
average of education among the officers 
may not be lowered. Under these circum- 
stances, and with our army and navy so 
small, not only in comparison with those 
of other nations, but in relation to the 
vastness of the interests they have to pro- 
tect, it is clear that the responsibilities of 
West Point and Annapolis must grow 
greater from year to year, and that this 
fact will be recognized by the people. 

It has been suggested of late by more 
than one Board of Visitors that the course 
of study in these two institutions should 
be prolonged a year, making it five years 
in all, with a view to turning out still 
more thoroughly instructed graduates, 
This change, however, would be of ques- 
tionable expediency. The desired result 
can perhaps be better attained by foster- 
ing and improving the various schools of 
application, making them serve partly as 
post-graduate courses. 
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THAT GRANT IN NEW-MEXICO, 


The new Commissioner of the General 
Land Office has submitted to Secretary 
LAMAR a Very interesting report about the 
Maxwell land grant in New-Mexico. The 
summary of this report furnished to the 
press contains the names of one or two 
Government officers whose action with 
reference to the grant is criticised, but 
the names of the private citizens who 
were successful in procuring the patents 
have been omitted. The omission of 
these names may lead persons whose in- 
formation about land grants in New- 
Mexico is of a vague and uncertain kind to 
connect with the transactions in question 
a gentleman who has recently appeared 
in public as a student of political and so- 
cial economy with ideas about the indus- 
trial problem. 

The Commissioner remarks that the 
Maxwell grant originally covered not 
more than 96,000 acres, although the 


beneficiaries clatmed nearly 2,000,000 


acres in 1879, and in that year procured 
patents in accordance with their claims. 
Before the claims were confirmed many 
complaints were forwarded to the Interior 


Department by citizens who asserted that 


additions to the area of the original grant 


had been made by fraud and that the 
rights of settlers had been ignored. No 
investigation concerning these allegations 
was made by the Land Office, the Com- 
missioner says, and the claim was ‘ car- 
ried through by official readiness without 
regard to the interests of the Government 
or the rights of citizens of the Territory 
who were actually occupying the land.” 
The Land Office’s proceedings seem to 
him to have been of an extraordinary 
character. Although a Secretary of the 
Interior holding office some years earlier 
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been regarded as final—that there were 
only 96,000 acres in the grant, the 
Commissioner reopened the case, and 
allowed patents to be issued covering the 
larger area marked out by a survey ap- 
proved by the Surveyor-General of the 
Territory, Mr. ATKInsonN. That Surveyor- 
General had with remarkable foresight 
anticipated the Commissioner’s decision 
by contracting for a survey to be made 
with reference to the boundaries claimed 
by the owners of the grant, and had given 
the contract to a brother of the chief 
owner. This chief owner was his broth- 
er’s bondsman. The patents were sum- 
marily issued, and the opposing parties 
were given no opportunity to appeal. 

There has been pending for some time 
in Colorado a suit in which the Govern- 
ment asks that the patents for a part of 
this grant shall be annulled. The Com- 
missioner urges that this suit be vigor- 
ously prosecuted, and that another of the 
same kind shall be begun in New-Mexico, 
where the lands in question lie. 

The friends of Mr. STEPHEN B, ELKINS 
may have reason to complain because 
the names of the alleged owners of this 
grant have not been set forth in the pub- 
lished summary from which we have 
taken these facts, for it is said that Mr. 
ELKINS is interested in a suit brought by 
the Government to secure the cancella- 
tion of patents covering a large part of a 
grant in New-Mexico. Some statements 
given to the public a few months 
ago concerning this suit show that 
the allegations set up by the Gov- 
ernment strangely resemble those men- 
tioned by the Commissioner. Those who 
have reada report of the oration recently 
delivered by Mr. ELkins before the 
Alumni Society of the University of Mis- 
souri will of course refuse to believe for 
one moment that the gentleman who is 
the author of those eloquent remarks can 
bethe person who was deeply interested 
in the grant concerning which the Com- 
missioner reports, There are many large 
grants in New-Mexico, and they will pre- 
fer to believe that the grant about which 
Mr. SPARKS writes in such an interesting 
way is not the one with which Mr. ELKINS 
was connected. 

That oration seems to indicate that Mr. 
ELKINS is not a man who would gobble 
an enormous land grant by objectionable 
methods. We quote one passage: 

“All public lands suitable for agriculture 
should be reserved as homes for the people, and 
hereafter sold only to American citizens, or 
those who in good faith declare their intention 
of beconiing actual settlers. Grants of land not 
earned should be forfeited to the Government. 
No public lands of any kind should be sold to 
foreigners or to corporations controlled by 
aliens.” 

How can any one suppose that a gentle- 
man who publicly utters these sentiments 
was interested in the ownership of an enor- 
mous grant whose confirmation dispos- 
sessed actual settlers, which is held by the 
Government to have been established by 
fraud, and which the owners sold, or tried 
to sell, to English capitalists and a com- 
pany of Hollanders? The Commissioner 
ought to have given to the public the names 
of the owner and of the deputy surveyor, 
80 that there could have been no room for 
unjust conclusions. 








DEAD DOGS. 


A series of very interesting experiments 
have recently been made upon dead dogs 
by scientific persons. The net result of 
them is to prove that a dog that has been 
dead for several hours can readily be 
brought back to life. This, though inter- 
esting, would be discouraging were it not 
that it gives us reason to believe that dead 
men as well as dead dogs can be brought 
to life, 

Some time ago a Paris scientific person 
cut off a dog’s head, and then injected the 
veins of the head with blood. The result 
was that the dog, or rather the dog’s head, 
returned to life. The head was able to 
open and close its mouth, and it turned its 
eyes in the direction of the person who 
called its name. The experiment was re- 
peated with a large number of dogs, and 
it was demonstrated that as long as the 
decapitated head was supplied with blood 
it lived and retained consciousness. 

Another experiment was made in this 
country afew days ago. Two scientific 
persons bled a dog to death. Not a parti- 
cle of blood was left in the animal’s body, 
and that the dog was completely dead 
there could be no question. It was per- 
mitted to remain dead for three hours and 
ahalf. At the expiration of that time 
blood was injected into the dog’s veins, 
and it recovered and is now as well and 
lively as ever. 

This latter experiment is discouraging, 
since it shows that no matter how thor- 
oughly we may kill an objectionable dog 
the animal may be brought back to life 
by any evil-disposed doctor who may be 
willing to work without pay. This will 
make it necessary for the man who kills 
a dog in good faith to burn its remains 
and thus put it out of the power of any 
one to restore the dog to life. Neverthe- 
less both the experiments just related 
may be made of great value to mankind, 
and may lead to an entire change in our 
methods of living. 

For example, persons who are fond of 


dogs but who dislike the noisy and objec- 
tionable habits of dogs can content them- 


selves with a dog’s head. The head can 
be nfounted on a neat stand, and it can 
be filled with blood whenever the owner 
wishes to pet his abridged dog. The head 
cannot bark for want of lungs and it can- 


not eat for want of stomach. It can, 


however, move its ears and eyes in re- 
sponse to caresses, and it can lick 
the hand that pats it. The owner 
could permit the head to die through 


the daytime, and could vivify it only 


in the evening, thus obtaining all the ad- 
vantages of canine society at very little 
expense for blood. There can be no doubt 
that if persons “desire to keep such dogs 
as spitzes and pugs, the plan of keeping 
only the dog’s head, deprived of the power 
to bark, and incapable of biting an unsus- 
pecting leg, would be a great improve- 
ment.on the present plan of keeping 
whole dogs, and it is probable that it 
would be cheaper to fill a dog’s head with 
blood for an hour or two every day than 
it would be to feed him meat and supply 
him with cats for outdoor sports. 





had made a decision—which should have / 
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in connection with dead dogs is the fact 
that if dead dogs can be brought to life 
by filling them with fresh blood they can 
be permanently nourished and kept alive 
by the same process, and that if this can 
be done in the case of dogs it can also be 
done in the case of men. Nearly all the 
physical troubles to which flesh is heir are 
connected with our bodily organs. Dys- 
pepsia, heart and liver diseases, and con- 
sumption, are all due to the fact that we 
possess organs. Now, if a man can be 
kept alive by injecting fresh blood into his 
veins every day he would have no use for his 
digestive organs, and they would in time 
become rudimentary and inaccessible to 
the attacks of disease. He would never 
be troubled by dyspepsia, liver disease, 
or the whole series of diseases due to the 
presence of germs received into the stom- 
ach, Then, too, he could save the time 
and money that are now consumed in sup- 
plying the stomach with food, and in the 
place of spending several hours a day at 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner, and perhaps 
vainly trying to find food that would 
tickle his palate, he could go every morn- 
ing to his doctor and have his yester- 
day’s blood drawn off and replaced with 
fresh blood in, say, five or ten minutes, 

The plan of cutting off the head and 
throwing away the rest of the body would 
be of great service in a family where there 
is an excess of small boys. If the latter 
‘were abridged and preserved in the form 
of heads only, a vast amount of trouble and 
expense would be saved. The head of a 
small boy would be a noiseless and per- 
fectly safe ornament to the house. The 
fond mother would proudly fill the head 
up with blood whenever a friend should 
call upon her, and the latter could safely 
admire the intelligence of the head, the 
beauty of its eyes, and its general resem- 
blance to its mother, without fear that 
the head would make unpleasant remarks 
or exclaim ‘‘Gimme suthin right away or 
Vl muddy yer clothes.” There would be 
no cutting down of adult trousers to fit 
the bodiless head, and no fear that the 
head would go swimming on Sundays or 
would strike its younger brother. This 
world would be indeed} a paradise if all 
small boys were reduced to mere noiseless 
heads, and what serene happiness would 
be the lot of mothers whose boys would 
be unable to kick, strike, or run away, 
and could be kept day and night under a 
glass case on the mantelpiece, and re- 
called to life by the simple process of sup- 
plying the heads with fresh blood. 








The announcement that Lord DurrrriIn 
will not be disturbed in the Viceroyalty 
of India by a change in the English 
Ministry comes from India. It seems 
premature and is certainly unauthor- 
ized, since nobody can commit a Min- 
istry not yet formed. It is probably 
only the reflection of the Indian belief 
that the retention of Lord DUFFERIN would 
be a wise act. Lord BEACONSFIELD, much 
to his credit, set the example of treat- 
ing diplomatic places as not necessarily 
to be bestowed upon partisans. Curi- 
ously enough, it was in Lord DUuFFERIN’s 
own case, and in regard to the mission at 
St. Petersburg, that the new departure was 
made. The Viceroyalty is not on the same 
footing with a diplomatic position, being 
an administrative office which has always 
been treated as_.‘‘ spoils.” The retention 
of Lord DUFFERIN would be an innova- 
tion. But it would be so obviously sensi- 
ble and so obviously popular an innova- 
tion that it may be made, unless the new 
Ministry should make such a change of its 
Indian and its Afghan policy as Lord 
DUFFERIN could not be expected to follow. 
Of that there seems to be little chance. 
The ‘‘ book” which Mr. GLADSTONE, in his 
appeal for the war grant, declined to 
“close,” is now virtually closed, and can- 
not be reopened without consequences 
which no Ministry, would care to con- 
front. 








The Society for the Collegiate Instruc- 
tion of Women by Professors and other Instruct- 
ors of Harvard College, which maintains the 
well known ** Annex,” have just issued an ap- 
peal which is worthy of serious consideration. 
Their work has now been going on for six years, 
and the report of progress is most gratifying to 
the friends of the cause. Beginning in 1879 with 
twenty students, the “* Annex” has now more 
than fifty, and the indications are that the session 
of 1885-6 will finda still larger number seeking 
the privilece of a higher education. The accom- 
modations thus far provided have been meagre 
in the extreme. The students hate been crowded 
into four small hired rooms, in every way inade- 
quate for the purpose to which they have been 
applied, Their slender means, say the managers 
of the enterprise, have ‘been expended upon 
the intellectual rather than the material needs 
of the institution.” They compare their work 
with that done by the well endowed English in- 
institutions of a like kind, notably Newnham 
and Girton. “‘The comparison,” they say, “is 
interesting, because the example of Newnham 
and Girton at Cambridge, and of similar institu- 
tions in Oxford, is a constant incentive to those 
who would open university education to 
women, while it may well reassure those who 
shrink from any such innovation lest it should 
involve the readjustment of old and well 
established conditions. Surely the most con- 
servative need not fear to follow where 
the oldest universities in England lead.” The 
growth of the scheme here has been too great 
for the accommodations, and it is to increase 
these that the present appeal is issued. It seems 
that the residence of the late Judge Fay at Cam- 
bridge is offered to the society at a reasonable 
price. The residence is a substantial brick 
structure, large enough for the present needs of 
the institution, and so situated that additions to 


it may readily be made when occasion demands. 
If this building is secured it will provide suit- 
able recitation rooms, physical and botanical 
laboratories, and a reading room, and will 
also enable the society to offer the students 
better accommodations for social life than 


have been hitherto available, The amount re- 
quired to make the purchase is $20,000, and this 


sum the society hopes to raise. Subscriptions 
may be sent to Miss ALICE M. LONGFELLOW, 
Treasurer, Cambridge, or toany of the follow- 
ing ladies of the Executive Committee: Mrs.

AGAINST MATL SUBSIDIES 


THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL SEES 
NO NEED FOR THEM. 

HE DECLINES TO GIVE TO STEAMSHIP LINES 
THE MONEY VOTED BY CONGRESS BE- 
CAUSE THEY ARE PAID ENOUGH Now. 

Wasuineton, June 12.—With the ap- 
proval of the President, and after consultation 

‘with the Cabinet, the Postmaster-General has 

decided not to advertise for bids to enter into 

contracts for the transportation of the foreign 
mails upon a mileage basis, under the permis- 
sive authority conferred by the act of Congress 
of March 3, 188. The subject has been under 
consideration by the Cabinet for some 
time, and the conclusion arrived at 
was reached after the presentation by 
the Postmaster-General of an exhaustive 
argument covering the whole matter of foreign 
mail transportation. He pointed to the fact 
that the maritime carriage of the United States 
is naturally divided into two general classes— 
transatlantic and transpacific. The act of March 

8, 1885, authorized the Postmaster-General ‘to 

enter into contracts for the transportation of 

any part of said foreign mails, after legal adver- 

tisement, with the lowest responsible bidder at a 

rate not exceeding 50 centsa nautical mile on 


the trip each way actually traveled between the 
terminal points, provided that the mails 60 con- 
tracted shail be carried on American steamships, 
and thatthe aggregate of such contracts shall 
not exceed one-half of the sum hereby appro- 
priated.”’ 

The Postmaster-General then proceeded in his 
argument as follows: It will be observed that 
this act in no manner indicates any other pur- 
pore in the appropriation than simply to pro- 
vide the money necessary to secure the object. 
In the public prints this bas been spoken of as 
if designed to provide a-gratuity or subsidy in 
aid of American steamships; but so far as the 
act gives indication of origjnal purpose no such 
intention is imputable to it. The two principal 
inquiries suggested are: * What compensation 
oughtin fair dealing between the Government 
and the ca rier to be aliowed for carriage of the 
mails, regarded strictly in the light of just com- 
pensation for the service rendered?” and, “ If 
the amount so determinea shall be found much 
less than the total appropriation ought the ad- 
ditional appropriation to be covered into the 
Treasury or be bestowed by the Postmaster- 
Genera! on American steamship owners?” 

After an exhaustive review of the payments 
now made for carrying mails on both Atlantic 
and Pacific steamships and the incidental bene- 
fits accruing to the steamships by reason of 
their selection as mail carriers by the Govern- 
ment, the Postmaster-General sums up the ex- 
isting situation in this way: 

First—The actual service required of the steamship 
company to carry the mails is not substantially more 
burdensome to the vessel than the curriage of the bet- 
ter classes of freight and not so burdensome as the car- 
riage of articles by the parceis dispatch service, as it 
involves but a single haul from the Post Office of em- 
barkation to the vessel and a like haul from the vessel 
to the Post Office of the portfof debarkation, and no 
unusual! care during the voyage except the use of the 
sal! mail room, and no risk or responsibility as a car- 
rier or insurer. 

Second—That besides the compensation directly paid 
the ship enjoys advantages and exemptions of consid- 
erable vaiue by reason of being a maii carrier. 

Thtrd—That the actual compensation paid by the 
United States for the carriage is, in proportion to the 
weight and builg of the articles, very largely in excess 
of the compensation whicn the ship charges for any 
other inanimate freight which it transports except 
bullion, diamonds, orarticies of peculiar hazard. 

Fourth—That it is unnecessary,in order to fairly 
compensate the ships so as to render the carriage de- 
sirable to it, to pay any greater compensation than is 
now paid. 

Fijth—That, unless other considerations are to be re- 
garded, such as the incidental benefits of commerce, 
&c.. substantially all vessels are now paid all they are 
qeny entitled to for the service they render in carry- 

ng the mails. 

It may be apprehended, says the Postmaster- 
General, that if no increased rate of compensa- 
tion should be given for the carriage, now that 
the cumpulsory clause of the statutes is re- 
pealed, the American steamships will contuma- 
eciously refuse to transport the mails, notwith- 
standing the price allowed is sufficient to make 
their carriace more desirable than that of any 
other freight, with a view to imposing such a 
stress upon the Government as to compel an in- 
creased compensation. 

It is believed that this cannot be successfully 
done, and thatit will not even be attempted, 
because the compensation 1s already fair and 
just, and a carrier by water, as by land, is bound 
to receive and carry for a fair compensation. 
Then, too, foreign vessels which compete with 
American steamship lines have been willing, 
and are still willing, to carry for the same rates. 

The total cost of foreign mail carriage during 
the fiscai year ended 1884 was $332,221 and the es- 
timated cost for the next fiscal year is $425,000. 
This amount is probably somewhat in excess of 
what the actual cost will prove to be at the rates 
now paid. As the amount necessary for the car- 
riage of the mails will be probably less than $400,- 
000, the question is should the additional amount 
of the appropriation made in the act of 1885 be 
covered into the Treasury or should it be given 
by the Postmaster-General to American steam- 
sbip owners ? 

The Postmaster-General says Congress has 
Jong since refused to pay any express subsidy. 
It therefore seems hardly to be imputable to 
Congress that it intended or expected that the 
Postmaster-General would enter upon a course 
of subsidizing steamship lines. The cost of the 
mail service is at present several millions in ex- 
cess of its revenues, and every dollar which the 
Postmaster-General would give by way of a 
subsidy to the steamship. company must, there- 
fore, be drawn directly from taxation levied 
upon the people and not from postal revenues. 

Another consideration seems strongly to re- 
enforce the denial of any such authority in the 
head or the Postal Department. The Appropria- 
tion act authorizes, if any at all, subsidy to be 

iven to all the steamship lines which ar: Amer- 
can. Under the act the Postmaster-General 
may make contracts for the  transporta- 
tion of “Any part of the foreign mails.” 
Viewed as giving bim a discretion to 
be exercised according to the necessities of 
the case, this 1s intelligible authority. Viewed 
only in the aspect of bestowing subsidies this 
would be an extraordinary discretion to vest in 
such an officer without any indication of the 
principle upon which it is to be exercised. At 
the rate of 50 cents per mile it would require 
$1,151,615 to pay the American vessels em- 
ployed during the year 1884, and it be- 
romes at. once apparent that the $400,000 
appropriated cannot be so extended as to afford 
all these vessis a subsidy at the fullrate. It will 
readily be seen that the administration of this 
appropriation as a subsidy cannot be success- 
fully executed by making advertisement for 
bids upon all the lines without either first nego- 
tiating with the company to limit the bids, 
po as to bring the total within the appro- 
oad or without capriciously rejecting the 

ids of some and accepting those of others. 

Neither plan is practicable. The Postmaster- 
General summarizes the situation in this way: 
“Tt is not necessary to make such contracts in 
order to provide for the transportation of these 
mails, and the rates now paid give adequate 
compensation wherever mails are of any con- 
siderable volume, while previous statutes af- 
ford all the authority to the department neces- 
pary to provide for other cases. This being 80, 
the authority could only be exercised witha view 
to the distribution of money unnecessary in 
fact to compensate the mail carriage for the 
purpose of aiding American steamship com- 

nies. Desirable as is the development of these 
ines the act does not profess to put the money 
at the Postmaster-General’s disposal for any 
other purpose than to carry the mail. It would 
require nearly three times the authorized sum 
to give all existing lines the authorized rate of 
50 cents per mile. 

If a general distribution of the appropriation 
among all American steamship lines on the basis 
of mileage were to be made the amount to each 
would be so small as to avail nothing as a stim- 
ulant to increase the number of vessels or the 
frequency or speed of their voyages. 

It has seemed, therefore, better to remit the 
subject to Congress for more explicit egisla' ion 
than to attempt to distribute a large sum of 
public money not, in fact. reauired for the use 
for which it was appropriated, merely because 
the act of Congress gives the license.

TRYING TO COLLECT 25 IN HER CELLAR TO 
WARD OFF MISFORTUNE. 

Mrs. Mary Bergman a few years ago 
kept alittle dry goods store in Greenville, N. J. 
She was too eccentric to succeed as a business 
woman, and she finally went into retirement in 
a little dwelling house on Waverly-street in that 
place with her husband, who is a teamster in 
Doetweiller’s fireworks factory. They had an 
adopted daughter living with them, but the 
woman's peculiarities of conduct and infirmities 
of temper became so marked that the young 
woman went away and sought a home else- 
where. Mrs. Bergman felt that the departure of 


the girl was a bad omen, and, brooding over it, 
gradualiy worked herself into the conviction 
that if she could manage to gather and keep 25 
dogs under her roof she would be forever secure 
against all misfortune. 

So she took kindly to every stray cur she 
found roaming in the street, and, when the sup- 
ply from that source became exhausted, in- 
duced her neighbors’ dogs, with offers of meat, 
to leave their homes and follow her to her home. 
So persistent was her search for the curs that 
eventually she never ventured out of the house 
without a supply of meat bait in her pocket. 
The husband protested against the presence of 
the daily growing pack ot curs in the house, but 
Mrs. Bergman insisted on keeping them, and so, 
for the sake of peace, Bergman made no further 
objection. Their constant barking and snarling 
spoiled bis sleep, but he patiently bore it 
until the dogs began to die inthe cellar. Then 
he renewed his protests with increased vigor. 
Still Mra. Bergman was determined to have them 
about her, and he yielded again. But when the 
carcases began to spread an unpleasant odor 
through the little dwelling Bergman put his foot 
down solidlv. The dogs had to go or he had to 
go, and he made up his mind that he would not 
be the part of the household to go. Wednesday 
evening he went home determined to clean the 
yelping crowd out. Mrs. Bergman resisted him 
at every step of his march, but he made his way 
to the cellar. The moment he opened the door 
the woman whistled her pets to her side and set 
the whole pack upon the man. 

His determination tbat the dogs should go 
vanished, and he made up his mind that :

SUING FOR A DIVORCE. 





TROUBLES OF A WEALTHY RESIDENT OF 
WYOMING COUNTY. 

Warsaw, N. Y., June 12.—Fred W. Vin- 
cent, of Attica, N. Y., has begun an action fora 
divorce in the Supreme Court of Wyoming 
County against Martha W. Vincent, his wife, 
now of San José, Cal. The plaintiff in his sum- 
mons and complaint alleges that he was duly 
married to the defendant Jan. 19, 1875, in the 
village of Batavia, Genesee County, N. Y., and 
that he continuea to live with her until about 
March 16, 1885. He charges that his wife has 
committed adultery, and that especially during 


the first and several weeks in the month of De- 
cember, 1884, at the village of Attica, was guilty 
of impropriety with one W. A. Keeler. He made 
the discovery of her guilt about March 23 last, 
and has not cokabited with her since. Martha 
Vincent, the defendant, left the residence of her 
husband on March 16, during his temporary ab- 
sence. On his return he was informed by his 
bired man that Mrs. Vincent had left, taking 
with her all her personal effects and leaving be- 
bind a letter which, though lost, the plaintiff 
says, read substantially as follows: 

“ PRED: I have got sick and tired of living here with 
you and am going away. You have not done with me 
as you agreedtodo. Iam therefore going to take my 
departure.” 

She bad remained a few days with her cousin, 
Henry Henry, a married man residing in Attica, 
and then left by the Erie Railway for the West, 
saying she was going to California to live. Her 
mother has since written, under date of April 15, 
to Henry that her daughter had arrived and 
that they were both so well suited with San: José 
that they intended to secure a house and make 
it their home. The plaintiff therefore de- 
mands that their marriage be dissolved 
and a divorce decreed. Fred W. Vin- 
cent, a large, fine-looking fellow, is a 
son of the late Joseph Vincent, a wealthy 
farmer residing near Attica. Fred occupies the 
valuable old homestead, the residence being 
handsomely furnished and one of which any 
woman might be proud. Vincent in hisyounger 
days was one of the “boys,” and it was during 
this period that he married Martha. Mrs. Vin- 
cent before she was married to Vincent was the 
widow of George Brees, of Batavia, an engineer, 
and came from a sprightly family of daughters 
reared by F.K. Wright, whose wife is now 
spending in California the remnantof a good- 
sized fortune left her by her husband at his 
death not long ago.

WOES OF A PARALYTIC HUSBAND. 


HIS NEIGHBORS OBLIGED TO PROTECT HIM 
FROM HIS WIFE. 

NEWARE, N. J., June 12.—Some months 
ago a feeble old man named Clossen, who had 
sutfered a paralytic stroke, was heard crying 
for help from his premises at Orange. The 
neighbors who went to his aid found him lying 
on the ground in front of his house. He had at 
one time been in good circumstances, but, in a 
moment of special tenderness, he had turned all 
his property over to his wife. He told the 
Lynches, the neighbors who took him into their 
home when he was found lying on the ground, 


that his wife and daughter had ill-treated him 
ever since he had made the transfer.

After he had been 
stricken with paralysis the women neglected 
him, and even empelied him to make a choice 
between the garret and cellar for a sleeping 
lace. 
” The matter was brought to the attention of 
the Grand Jury and Mrs. Clossen was indicted. 
The case was cailed to trial yeaterday. The 
daughter sat by ber mother’s side.

OBITUARY. 


JAMES H. RUTTER. 

The flags on the Grand Central Station 
floated at half mast yesterday in honor of James 
H. Rutter, President of the New-York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad Company, who died 
early in the morning at his country residence at 
Irvington. Mr. Rutter had suffered from ab- 
scesses, which appeared all over his body, for 
several months, and last Winter he made atrip 
to New-Orleans, hoping to benefit his health. 
He returned to New-York apparently much im- 
proved, but the abscesses appeared again, and for 
the last month he had been unable to leave his 
house. Early this week diabetes, a disease from 
which he had previously suffered, reappeared 
and added to the complications of his case, and 
on Thursday his physicians gave up all hope of 
his recovery. Although very weak, Mr. Rutter 
retained consciousness almost to the moment of 
his death, but he was unable to speak for the 
last few hours of his sickness. He leaves a 
widow, two sons, and two daughters. One of 
his daughters was married to A. J. Manning 
about a month ago, at which time it was believed 
that her father would speedily recover his health. 
The funeral services will be held in St. Thomas’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church, Fifth-avenue and 
Fifty-third-street, next Tuesday morning at 11 
o'clock, and the interment will be at Woodlawn. 

Mr. Rutter was but 49 years old, and he owed 
his advancement from the position of a poorly 
= clerk to the Presidency of the New-York 

entral and Hudson River Railroad to hard 
work and indomitable pluck and energy. He 
was a native of Lowell, Mass. While still a lad 
his parents removed to Providence, R. I., and 
here he received his education in the public 
schools, finishing it in 1853 in a business college 
in that city. His father intended him for a book- 
keeper, and his studies were pursued with that 
end in view, and when in 1854 he removed with 
his parents to Elmira, N. Y., he accepted a posi- 
tion as clerk in the freight office of the 
Erie Railroad in that place. This was 
the humble beginning of his career as a 
railroad man. He remained in this position 
until April, 1855, when he was made cashier of 
the freight office of the Williamsport and Elmira 
Railway at Williamsport, and he served in this 
resposible capacity until November, 1857. Then 
he went to Chicago and engaged asa clerk in 
the freight office of the Michigan Southern and 
Northern Indiana Road, and afterward as freight 
agent of the Chicago and Milwaukee Railroad, 
In December, 1859, he returned to Elmira and 
became agent of the Erie Railroad, in which ca- 
pacity he served for nearly five years, having 
charge during this period of the transfer of 
troops and supplies to the seat of war. He was 
then promoted to the responsible position of 
freight agent of the Erie at Buffalo, and in 

he was made Assistant General Freight 
Agent of that road, 

t was while acting in that capacity that 
William H. Vanderbilt first met him, and 
attracted by his methods of transacting business 
induced Commodore Vanderbilt to secure his 
services for the New-York Central. He was 
made General Freight Agent of this road in 
1872, General Traffic Manager in 1877, Third 
Vice-President in 1880, and when Mr. Vanderbiit 
retired from the PresidJency, in May, 1883, Mr. 
Rutter was promoted to that position. 

Mr. Vanderbilt was notin the city yesterday, 
and the Directors of the New-York Central held 
no meeting to take action in regard to Mr. Rut- 
ter’s death. Chauncey M. Depew, First Vice-Pres- 
ident Clark, Third Vice-President Hayden, Gen- 
eral san rages Toucey, and Frederick W. 
Vanderbilt, a son of William H. Vanderbilt. were 
all mentioned yesterday as probable successors of 
Mr. Rutter as President of the New-York 
Central. Frederick Vanderbilt is the young man 
of whom the Commodore predicted before his 
— that he would be the great man of the 

amily. 


CHARLES RENIER. 

Charles Alphonse Léon Renier, the emi- 
nent French archseologist, died in Paris yester- 
day in the seventy-seventh year of hisage. M. 
Renier was born at Charleville, May 2, 1809, and 
served for some time as a teacher in the public 
schools, after which he became Principal of the 
college at Nesie. He went to Paris and estab- 
lished a private school, but found time in the 
midst of his labors to aid M. le Bas in the prep- 
aration of his Encyclopedic Dictionary, which 
was published in 12 volumes in 1840-45. His 


connection with le Bas inspired him with a 
taste for archseological researches, to which 
he devoted the remainder of his life. In 1845 M. 
Renier established the Review of Philology, Liter- 
ature,and Ancient History, and began to edita 
new edition of Courtin’s Modern Enocyclo- 
pedia. This work, which was published in 50 
volumes, occupied him for six years. In 1850and 
1852 he was commissioned by the Historical So- 
ciety to collect the old Roman inscriptions in 
Algeria and France. He became successively 
Superintendent and Director of the Sorbonne 
Library, which he had entered as Assistant 
Librarian in 1847, and in{t1861 he was called to 
fill the chair of epigraphy in the College of 
France. During this same year he was commis- 
sioned by the a yt Napoleon to make exca- 
vations among the ruins of the palace of the 
Ceesars on Mount Palatin, Rome, and much of 
the information which he gathered in this work 
was of value to Napoleon in the preparation of 
his ** Life of Cesar.” M. Renier was elected a 
member of the Antiquarian Society in 1845, and 
a member of the Academy of Inscriptions and 
Bellies Lettres in 1856. He was decorated with 
the cross of the Legion of Honor in 1852, pro- 
moted to an officer in 1862, and advanced 
to the rank of Commander in 1870. He directed 
the preparation of the fifth volume of the great 
work on the “Catacombs of Rome,” published 
at the expense of the French Government, and 
gathered together in his ‘** Roman Inscriptions 
in Algeria” the largest collection of inscriptions 
of that character that has ever been published. 
M. Renier contributed many valuable papers to 
the Archwological Review and published several 
translations of the classics, the most remarkable 
of them being a French rendition of the Greek 
poet Theocriftus., ,

FOR EFFICIENCY AND ECONOMY. 


IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS BY SUPERINTEND- 
ENT MURRAY ADOPTED. 

Police Superintendent Murray, in a com- 
munication to the Commissioners yesterday, 
recommended several important changes in the 
administration of the Central Office, among 
them one that the offices of the inspection dis- 
tricts be abolished and the many men 
now attached to them transferred to places 
where their services are required. He 
advised the abolition of the Fourth 
Inspection District altogether, the Third 
District to include all precincts north of One 
Hundred and Tenth-street; that the Nineteenth, 
Twenty-eighth, and Twenty-third Precincts be 
incorporated in the First District, and the 
Twenty-second and Thirtieth Precincts to be 
added to the Second District. He further ad- 
vised that the rooms of the Inspector of the First 
District in the Central Office be assigned to the 
use of the Inspectors of the police, and that 
all rules or general orders requiring reports 
through the Inspector of a district be abrogated 
and that duplicate returns be discontinued, and 
that all reports or returns under the rules be 
made to the Superintendent direct; that all 
books and other police property now in the In- 
spectors’ offices be sent to the Central Office, and 
that the Inspectors be directed to report to the 
Superintendent forthwith. 

These changes were recommended by Supertn- 
tendent Murray as being in the interest of 
economy and greater efficiency, his experi- 
ence cenvincing the new Superintendent 
that the present system is cumbersome 
and practically useless. Superintendent Mur- 
ray further recommende that Captains 
and other officers be instructed not to 
frequent Headquarters without permission of 
one of the Commissioners, Superintendent, In- 
spectors, or Chief Clerk, except when required 
by the rules or in an emergency. The board 
unanimously adopted the Superintendent's reo- 
ommendations, The new system is practically a 
return to the old one overthrown by Gen. Smith.

MR, BAYARD’S GRANDFATHER AND THE 
ELECTORAL VOTE OF DELAWARE.

Mr. Bayard, the Secretary of State, is re- 
ported to have said at Columbia, Mo., last week: 

“In 1801 neither Jefferson nor Burr had a majority 
of the Electoral votes, and the election, therefore, was 
thrown into the House of Representatives. Many bal- 
Jots were taken in the House, But without result. ‘here 
seemed to be the probability that our Union would fall 
to pieces for want of concentrative power. There was 
no feeling of consolidution, but everything fied from 
centre to circumference, and nothing but dissolution 
seemed at hand. ‘Then came the letters that I have 
held in my band and read from Thomas Jelferson to 
the then Representative from the State of Delaware, 
whom | havethe honor tocall my grandfather. [Ap- 

lause.] He held the vote of that State. Hach State 

d its sigzle vote under the Constitution, and this one 
mnan, and be # member of the Federal Party and an 
opponeas politically of Thomas Jefferson, held the vote 
in hand. He took counsel with Alexander Hamil- 
ton. Whatcounse) did he receive and what did he 
obey? lt wasthe counsel that the country is greater 
than party. lt was the counsel that the Union was 
worth presorving. The Federalist from Delaware, in- 
structed by Alexander Hamilton, cast his vote for 
Thomas Jefferson.” 

One would haraly suspect from reading Mr. 
Bayard's speech that his grandfather voted for 
Mr. Burr for President 35 times, yet such was the 
fact. One would suppose thxt Mr. James A. 
Bayard voted for Mr. Jefferson on the critical 
ballot, but he did not. The whole history of the 
Presidential election of 1801 is so well known to 
all who have cared to study it that it is surpris-_ 
ing that Mr. Bayard should have misstated the 
facts. Alexander Hamilton did oppose tbe Fed- 
eral support of Burr, but ne did so immediately 
upon its being discovered that there was a tie 
between Jefferson and Burr, This is no place to 
discuss the question whether the Federalists 
acted wisely or unwisely in rejecting Hamilton’s 
advice, but reject it they did. In 19 ballotings 
on the llth of February, i801, 9 on the 12th, 1 on 
the 18th, 4 on the 14th, 1 on the 16th, and 1 on the 
1jth—35 in all—49 Federalists voted for Mr. Burr. 
Mr. Bayard's vote, which was the whole vote of 
the State of Delaware, was given to Burr on 
every one of these occasions. 

There were then 14 States in the Union, and a 
majority of the whole—nine States—was neces- 
sary toachoice. Mr. Jefferson had eight States 
on each of these ballots, Burr had six, and the 
votes of Maryland and Vermont, being each 
equally divided, were given to neither candidate. 
If, on either of these ballots, Mr. Bayard had 
“obeyed Hamilton’s counsel” he would have 
— for and elected Mr. Jefferson. But he did 
not. 

Then came the thirty-sixth ballot. It was taken 
on the lith of February, immediately after the 
thirty-fifth ballot. Mr. Jeterson was elected, 
and how? A certain number of the Federalists 
simply withheld their votes—five from South 
Carolina, four from Maryland, one from Ver- 
mont, and one—Mr. Bayard—from Delaware. 
The effect of this action was to permit the Re- 
pubdlicans from Maryland and Vermont to cast 
the votes of those States for Mr. Jefferson, giv- 
ing him 10 States and electing him, while the 
Nile of South Carolins and Delaware were cast 

ank. 

So it is not true that “the Federalist from 
Delaware, instructed by Alexander Hamilton, 
cast his vote for Thomas Jefferson.’’ Moreover, 
unless the Maryland and Vermont Federalists 
had withdrawn their votes, the change made by 
Mr. Bayard—from voting for Burr to not voting 
at all—would have had no effect, since a blank 
vote was a vote against Jefferson. 





AMUSING TO THE BANKERS. 


THE TALK IN WASHINGTON ABOUT DE- 
POSITS IN THE SUB-TREASURIES, 


Some amusement has been caused among 
New-York bankers by the recent talk from 
Washington about removing Government de- 
posits from the Sub-Treasuries and distrib- 
uting the United States gold, silver, green- 
backs, certificates, &c., among various banks, 
requiring in each instance that a bank 
designated as a depository shall give bonds 
for the safe keeping of the money. What 
especially amuses the bank Presidents just at 
this time is the idea that they should be asked to 


give bonds and pay the extra expenses of tak- 
ing care of the Government funds, when 
the banks have already got a great deal 
more money than they know whatto do with. 
With more than $60,000,000 of idle cash in their 
vaults, it is not hkely that the New-York banks 
would look with favor upon + Pre osition for 
them to take care of the $172,000, of money 
which 1s now securely resting in the impenetra- 
ble vautts of the New-York Sub-Treasury. 

To bring this about would uire more than 
an order trom the Treasury Department. It 
would be necessary to bay ee various sections of 
the Federal statutes, the following section being 
the most important that bears on this subject: 


SECTION 3,615. All collectors and receivers of pub- 
lic money of every description within the District of 
Columbia shall, as often as they may be directed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury or the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral so to do, pay over to the ‘Treasurer of the United 
States, at the Treasury, all we moneys collected by 
them or in their hands. li such collectors and re- 
ceivers of public moneys within the cities of New-York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, New-Orleans, San Francisco, 
Baltimore, Charleston, and 8t. Louis snail, 
the same direction, pay over to the Assist- 
ant Treasurers in their respective cities, at their offices 
respectively, ail the public moneys collected by them, 
or in their hands, to be safely kept by the respective 
depositaries until otherwise disposed of according to 
law. ltshall bethe duty of the Secretary and Post- 
master-General, respectively, to direct such payments 
by the collectors and receivers at all the said places at 
least as often as once in each week, and as much 
oit: ner as they may think proper. 





THE SEWER NUISANCE - AT - MOUNT 
VERNON, 
To the Editor of the New-York Tumes: 

In your editorial remarks in to-day’s 
TIMES regarding the nuisance at Mount Vernon, 
Westchester County, you say: 

“It may be inferred from the acttonof the State 
board and of the Governor that the local authorities 
of Mount Vernon were unwilling to do their plain 
duty, and if the Supervisors are without power to 
spend any money in abating the nuisance it may be 
necessary to rely upon the voluntary subsoriptions and 
efforts of citizens. It ought to be very plain to the 
people who are directly interested that they can ex- 

ct very little money to come intoa place whose in- 
fabitants are unwilling to spend any in abating 
nuisances that may greatly increase the death rate.”’ 

This does injustice to the local authorities and 
also the public spirit of the citizens of Mount 
Vernon. The nuisance in question is not owing 
toa defective system of sewerage in the village, 
but arises from the fact that all the sewage of 


the village is allowed to run into a brook, which 
is thus converted into an open outfall sewer. 
This brook flows from a point within the village 
limits severa! hundred yards outside of the latter, 
then fiows back into the village <sue. and final- 
ly empties about a mile outside of the corporate 
limits intothe Hutchinson River. The village 
authorities can of course not go one inch be- 
yond the corporate boundaries in abating the 
nuisance, and the town Board of Health is 
powerless to remedy an evil arising in the vil- 
lage. Thus, owing to the peculiar facts of this 
case there are no local authorities who have a 
**plain duty” toperform. Moreover, the cost of 
opuatrnssing 6 proper outfall sewer will proba- 
bly be $15,000, and this is too large a sum to be 
raised by private subscription. 

Under these circumstances the undersigned 
‘was retained as counsel by a number of proper- 
ty owners who were directly affected by the 
nuisance, and in response to their petition the 
Governor ordered the Supervisors of the county 
to abate the nuisance. The law imposes this du- 
ty prey the “county officers’ when so ordered 
by the Governor, and the Attorney-General has 
rendered his opinion that the Supervisors are 
county officers, and as such have abundant pow- 
er to abate the nuisance, and of course to raise 
the necessary money. This opinion and the or- 
der of the Governor bave been flagrantiy and 
unjustifiably disregarded by the Susersisors 
upon the advice of persons whose interests will 
be furthered by along and expensive litigation 
about the matter. It is a plain dereliction of 
duty, and ae result in most serious conse- 
quences. The blame should fail, not upon the 
authorities and people of Mount Vernon, who 
have for years done everything within their 
power to get relief and to help themselves as far 
as they could, but upon public officers who 
jump at a legal quibble to aid them in shirking 
their duty.

UNABLE TO PAY ONE PER CENT. 


—_— 
THE OREGON PACIFIC RAILROAD CLOSED 
FOR WANT OF MONEY. 
PortTLaND, Oregon, June 1L.—One of the: 
curiosities in the railroad world is the Oregon 
Pacific Railway, which has been unable to turn 
a wheelsince Apri) 16 for want of $15,000 or $20,000 
in ready cash, and which is to-day at a stand- 
still. The road runs from Corvallis, the head of 
the Willamette Valley, to Newport, situated on 
tidewater, in Yaquina Bay, a distance of 71 miles. 
Construction was begun several years ago, and 
four miles of track was laid from Corvallis west- 
ward. Operations then ceased. Early in 1883, 
through the efforts of Col. T. Edgenton a 
President of the company, the road was bon ed 
for $25,000 a mile, and the funds were made 
available before construction commenced. 
There was only sufficient money’ to 
buiid and uip the road. The last 
rail was laid Deo. 16,: 1884, and the com- 
Pany announced that traffic would be begun 
June 1, 1885. Immediately after the last spike 
was driven there was the beaviest snowfall ever 
known in Oregon, and this was followed by very 
heavy rains. Bridges were washed away, and 
all that portion of the road located on the Coast 
Range Mountains—say one-ha!f of the entire 
length—was badly damaged. All the funds 
having been exhausted in construction, the 
work of repairing had to be done on credit. 
Expenditure for material was light, and the 
50,000 or $60,000 cost of placing the line in a con- 
ition for operating was for labor of men and 
animals. Under the promise that money would 
be forthcoming from New-York, Chinese 
contractors, white laborers, trainmen, farm- 
ers who furnished teams and _ horse 
feed, and local merchants were lenient, 
because every one wanted to give the 
roud a chance to exhibit some _ earnings. 
The last week in March a tri-weekly train was 
put on, which earned about $1,000 a week; but 
that paid only a small portion of the indebted- 
ness. The company was still delinquent on the 
trainmen’s pay .roll for November and Decem- 
ber, and the men agreed to continue at work if 
they were paid for these two months. Even tnis 
the company was unable to do. Funds were still 
promised from New-York, but they failed to 
come, and the trainmen, having grown weary 
of waiting, struck on April 16, Since that date 
the road has not earned a dollar. srollowing the 
trainmen the other employes—192 in all—struck. 
Shortiy after the last train ran through tunnel 
No, 2 the timber supporting the roof took fire 
and the interior was entirely destroyed. The 
tunnel is situated at the summit of the Coast 
Range Mountains and is 520 feet long. It will 
cost about $15,000 to make repairs. Fortunately 
the rock is not of very loose quality and only a 
little bas fallen, 
Affairs do not appear to approach nearer 
a settlement than they did onthe day of the 
strike. Every one is anxious to see the road in 
operation again, but men will not work for the 
company because they see no prospect of ob- 
taining their wages. The old employes would 
be glad to go back if half of the wages so long 
overdue were paid, but even this the cocepeny 
is unable to accomplish. Less than $20, m 
ready cash judiciously applied on the indebted- 
ness would unlock the wheels and allow traffic 
to be resumed; yet thus far it has been im 
sible to raise the sum mentioned. Yaquina Bay 
is the most delightful of the Summer resorts on 
the North Pacific coast, and though the trip re- 
agen 50 miles riding in stage coaches 
the number of campers every season has 
been from 1,500 to 2,000. With the 
Oregon Pacific in operation Yaquina Bay is only 
nine hours’ ride from Portland, ‘and the sea- 
side travelin July and August promises to be 
very large. Whether the road will be open by 
that time is a debatable question. The two best 
months for freight are gone, and no one can teil 
how long the present deadjock will last. Of 
course a piece of property costing $1,750,000 will 
not be allowed to rot, yet there is not in rail- 
roading a parallel to a case wherein the inability 
to raise 1 per cent. of the original investment 
caused an enterprise to be absolutely fruitless 
for two months.

Mrs. Amanda Delphin is not the only 
woman who is anxious to optain a settlement 
with Jacob R. Shipherd, but, from all accounts, 
she is a woman of far more energy of character 
and is also possessed of more means than Miss 
Cole, daughter of the Rev. Samuel Cole, of Ran- 
dolph, Portage County, Ohio. Mr. Cole and Mr. 
Shipherd were students together at a seminary 
at Andover, Mass. Mr. Cole aspired to be a min- 
ister of the Gospel. Mr. Skipherd seemed in- 
clined in the same direction. Mr. Cole became a 
Methodist minister and settled in the little Ohio 
town mentioned. Mr. Shiphera is now practic- 
ing law here, but stated in courton Thursday 
that he had been a Congregational minister and 
still preached occasionally. As he made this 
statement a bland smile stole over his massive 
countenance, and the gaze he threw upon his op- 
ponents in the case was overflowing with con- 
scious rectitude. Having obtained what they 


sougnt at the Andover Seminary, Mr. Cole and 
Mr. Shipherd went their ways, and did not meet 
again for some years. Mr. Cole busied himseif 
in saving souls while Mr. Shipherd devoted him- 
self to making dollars. 

In 1871 Mr. Shipherd came in contact with 
Mr. Cole, and showed himself so anxious 
to assist his fellow-men in their journey 
through life, and withal appeared so pros- 
perous and successful, that the Methodist 
minister opened bis heart and told his fellow- 
student of a nest egg of about $1,400 he had laid 
away forarainy day. With little difhculty Mr. 
Shipherd proved to his old companion that his 
money was not likely to increase so long as it 
remained at Randoiph. There were so many 
chances for investment of which Mr. Cole 
knew nothing and Mr. Sbipherd seemed to 
kuow everything that when Mr. Shipherd 
returned to Chicago he carried with him the 
savings of the Methodist minister. The fate of 
the nest egg is described by Miss Cole’s counsel. 
Mr. Cole received some stock in exchange for 
his money from Mr. Shipherd, who was then 
President of the Mechanics’ Savings Hank, at 
No. 164 Twenty-second-street, Chicago. in 
answer to a request made by Shipherd Mr. Cole 
returned the stock to him and received his 
notes instead. This course was made necessary 
by achange in the management, he was informed. 
But prior to this,on Aug. 7, 1873.in answer to 
a ietter asking when a dividend might be 
expected, Mr. Cole received a letter signed 
* Oscar C. Sabin, Treasurer of the Mechanics’ 
Savings Bank.” Mr. Sabin wrote Mr. Cole that 
his dividend had not been. forwarded because 
dividends were not payable save on Feb. 1. 
** Since, however, you need $65,” continued Mr. 
Sabin, “ we send it, anticipating its declaration 
on Feb. 1, 1874." On Jan. 5, 1874, Mr. Shipherd 
wrote to Mr. Cole, who seemed anxious about 
the fate of his money, that “*the bank hada 
»inch of it, like the rest: he could do nothing.” 

he * pinch”’ was a passing allusion to the panic 
of 1873. On May 5, 1874, Mr. Shipherd wrote to 
Mr. Cole from Eimhurst, on the Main, Germany, 
in acomforting strain. He wrote that he had 
opened a branch of his banking house at 
* Frankfurt am Main,” asthe printed letter head 
stated, and that the New-York branch was at 

0. 24 Pine-street, and the Chicago branch at 

o. 164 Twenty-secgnd-street. The Frankfurt 
house was at No. 15 Biebergasse. 

Still Mr. Cole received nothing tangible and 
continued to use upa great deal of paper and 
ink, to say nothing of time and pens. Mr. Ship- 
herd did not lose his temper. He appreciated 
his old friend’s mental condition, and on June 7, 
1875, he addressed him as ** Dear Brother” and 
wrote from No. 52 Broadway, Chicago: 

“Yours of 3d athand. I like your frank fraternity. 
We shall not drift apart. At present I have nothing 
to offer you which is not subject to a lien of some 
kind. Kemind me, say, in Uctober. I may then be 
able to do better.” 

Mr. Cole reminded him as requested, and his 
letter produced the following, dated Oct. 10, 

875; 

“Yours of the 10th reaches me here, [Chicago.] I 
can do nothing for you myself this year, but a triend 
who has some choice selected landsin Dodge County, 
Neb., offers to give you lands for your certificates and 
ho.d them to wait my convenience. These iands came 
directly from the Crédit Mobilier, which built the 
Union Pacific Railroad. having been reserved for one 
of the millionaires in the ‘ring’ as among the very 
choicest in the company’s grants. ‘They are valued at 
$20 peracre. lf you want them advise me,” 

Mr. Cole didn’t want the lands. He was offered 
a viece of Cevggag 4 at Oberlin, and wrote Mr. 
Shipherd that he had examined it and found 
it mortgaged to its full value. Having cut 
the banking business, Mr. Shipherd became 
the head of a darn:ng machine company, with 
office at No. 52 Broadway, Chicago. He still 
took an interest in Mr. Cole, who continued to 
fwell Mr. Shipherd’s mail with requests for cash 
or collateral, and on Jan. 11, 1876, Mr. Shipherd 
wrote to him advising him to take the agency 
of the darning machine company for Portage 
County. He explained that agents could make 
a large commission on each machine, and that 
no family could possibly exist without one. He 
even promised to reserve aspecial margin for Mr. 
Cole, but the latter didn’t view the offer favor- 
ably. It didn’t occur to him, he wrote, that 
darning machines were just the thing in which a 
Methodist minister should invest his little all. 

Finally Mr. Cole got tired of writing and died. 
Then his daughter, who was a schooi teacher 
and poor, took up his burden and his pen, and 
wrote to Mr. Shipherd asking him to settle. Mr. 
Shipherd expressed a wisn to see her, that he 
might “‘advise with her.” The letter writing 
continued, but with no result, and about a year 
anda half ago Miss Cole brought suit against 
Mr. Shipherd in the Supreme Court of this 
State. Her counsel, Manley A. Raymond, of No. 
156 Broadway, said yesterday that Mr. Shipherd 
had succeeded in staving off the trial of the case 
by obtaining extensions of time and postpone- 
ments, and that the case would scarcely be tried 
before Fall. An unsuccessful effort was made 
to find Mr. Shipherd yesterday. The reporter 
found a number of people waiting at No. 10 
Spruce-street to see Mr. Shipherd. 





MME. RESTLESS ARRESTED.

SHE KEEPS PHOTOGRAPHS OF HERSELF AND 
IS ACCUSED OF STEALING. 

Mme. Fannie Restless, a wealthy lady of 
sporting proclivities, with a fondness for horses, 
dogs, and birds, living at No. 63 Madison-avenue, 
was arrested yesterday on a warrant issued by 
Justice Gorman, of the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, in which she is charged by Fernando G. 
Gardner, a photographer, of No.1. Union-square, 
with the larceny of a series of photographs. 
Mme. Restless had a collection of tintypes taken 
In England of her horses and equipages in vari- 


ous positions. They represented the lady in her 
pony carriage driving two ponies tandem on a 
green sward in front of a village church, and 
also on the top of a four-in-hand, and driving a 
phaeton. There were l4in all. These she sent 
to Gardner to have photographs taken from the 
tintypes and artistically colored. She paid him 
$23 in advance. 

On May 30 Gardner sent to Mme. Restless the 
colored photographs completed, with a bill for 
$64. The lady was not pleased with the werk 
and refused to pay the bill. She retained the 
photographs and told the District messenger that 
when Gardner returned the tintypes to her she 
would send him back the photographs. Gard- 
ner, at the instigation of the District Messenger 
Company, who are responsible to him for the 
money. asthe goods were sent by their messen- 
ger. with instructions not to leave them without 
the money, caused the arrest of Mme. Rest- 
Jess, and charged her with the larceny of the 
plotographs, which,the lady produced in court. 
After examining the photographs, Justice Smith 
dismissed the complaint against the lady and she 
was discharged. 





SANDS SEEKING DELAY. 

The coumsel for the city announced 
themselves as being ready to proceed with the 
case of the Mayor against Nathaniel Sands yes- 
terday before Judge Lawrence, in the Supreme 
Court.

Mr. Miller then observed that, although more 
than seven weeks had elapsed singe the original 
judgment was entered against the defendant, 
and although he had been treated with every 
gyreess indulgence by the courts both here and 

n Counecticut, it was perfectly evident that Mr. 
Sands was not anxious to try the case, and was 
seeking to create the impression that his impris- 
onmeut in the State of Connecticut was being 
used by the city to oppress him. But, to show its 
entire good faith in the matter, the city offered, 
in open court, to discontinue all the rome ome gs 9 
which had been taken in Connecticut against Mr. 
Sands, provided he would give a bond in the sum 
of $10,000 conditioned for his ap rance in 
New-York on the trial. Such a bond, Mr. Miller 
added, Mr. Sands had stated to be quite within 
his ability to give. and he could thus be entirely 
at liberty. Judge Lawrence, after intimating 
that the defendant seemed to him to be acting 
with remarkabie deliberation, considering his 
eagerness to meet the charges advanced 
au the city’s complaint, adjourned the trial until 
syune 19.

FISH’S GIFTS TO HIS CHILDREN, 


_o" 
“WAS HE A GENEROUS FATHER OR DID HE 
ANTICIPATE THE CRASH? 

The affairs of James D. Fish were 
brought up before Referee Cole yesterday after- 
noon in a suit of John H. Morris, Fish’s Assignee, 
to set aside certain conveyances made by the ex- 
bank President on Dec. 21, 1883. At that time 
Fish played, to outward appearances, the part of 
a very generous father by conveying to his 
children as Christmas gifts seven vaiuable pieces 
of real estate in this city. He gave to Paul Rog- 
ers Fish property in the Fifteenth Ward, on the 


east side of Sixth-avenue, and as follows to thc 
others: To Charles Fish, eust side of Sixth-nv- 
enue, near Thirteenth-street; preperty in same 
locality to Dean Fish; property on north side of 
Thirty-fourth-street, near Ninth-avenue, and on 
south side of Seventy-second-stret, west of Sec- 
ond-avenue, to Irving Fish; on south side of 
Fifty-eighth-street, east of Madison-avenue, to 
Hannah F. Street and Annie Fish; and on south- 
west corner of Fourth-avenue and One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth-street to Asa Fish second, of 
Hartford. 

Assignee Morris ccncluded that this display of 
generosity by Mr. Fish was suspiciously con- 
nected with strong forebodings on his part of 
the collapse that came in May, and that there- 
fore he was only exercising habitual precaution 
for his own comfort after the crash should 
come. F. N. Bangs was retained by Mr. Morris 
to see what this suspicion might be worth. Mr. 
Bangs and his brother were early on hand yes- 
terday, with Cashier Spencer, of the defunct 
firm, as their witness. 8. G. Clarke represented 
the adult children of Mr. Fish as wellasS. F. 
Randall, guardian for Paul and Dean Fish, who 
are not of age. 

Mr. Bangs read the conveyances. He said 
that under the statute of 18583 Mr. Morris 
claimed to be entitled to set aside the convey- 
ances and get possession of all the property. 
Fish had sworn, he said, that he was unmarried 
at the time of the conveyances, and therefore 
no question of dower could be pleaded. Mr. 
Bangs thea set out to prove by Casnier Spencer 
that Fish knew how rotten the concern of 
Grant & Ward was and how nearit was to col- 
lapse when he made this disposition of his real 
estate. 

The witness said no member of the firm except 
Gen. Grant had contributed anything like his 
quota of the capital of $400,000.in cash. The 
books showed that Fish’s original contributions 
to the capital consisted of $52,000 of Ward’s flour 
notes, $10,000 in cash, and the balance of his 
$100,000 mainly in mining stocks, of which there 
was ro good deal in Evening Star mining paper. 

“What do you mean by Ward’s notes? Do 
you spell the word f-l-o-w-e-r or f-l-o-u-r?"” 

*¥-ij-o-u-r. The books show that Fish had a 
lot of notes he had discounted for Ward on 
transactions in flour.” 

** Notwithstanding the spelling of the word, 
on which my mind was properly in doubt, you 
will not deny, | suppose, that the whole thing 
was something of a daisy ?” . 

Having hada good laugh over this question, 
which he asked the stenographer to note asa 
joke, Mr. Bangs let the witness confess, in re- 
sponse, that he would be the last man to deny 
it. Ward's contributions were $30,000 cash, 
$20,000 in United States bonds, $10,000 in Tona- 
wanda bonds, and the rest in Evening Star 
mining stock. U.S. Grant, Jr., put in $30,150 
cash, 3,000 shares of Evening Star stock, anda 
batch of Ward’s flour notes. Gen. Grant had 
$8,000 of the flour notes and $92,000 cash. The 
deposits with the firm were never large, but 
they had securities on hand, reaching some- 
times into millions of dollars. These securities 
were collateral for loans. 

“As the firm took little money on deposit 
and their nominal capital was only $400,000, 
where did they raise money to make such enor- 
mous loans ?”’ 

“It was money borrowed from banks and 
brokers.” 

**Isn’t ita fact that they obtained money by 
using securities loft by persons to whom they 
had made loans ?”’ 

“Yes, and they often paid more for money 
than they received.” 

The witness testified, after referring to the 
books of the firm, that on the day Fish made his 
conveyances the firm owed $1,105,000 in notes 
and $870,000 in loans on collateral. 

“Can you tell when the alleged contract busi- 
ness began ?”’ 

“In February, 1882, a few months after the 
firm started.” 

“Can you tell by what process of calculation 
‘profits’ were determined ?” 

“According to the books the ‘profits’ were 
very large. According to the receipts I could 
not find any profits.” 

**Have you informed yourself as to the firm’s 
assets ?”” 

“Asnear asIcan get at it they were about 
$67,000. Idon’t know of any other. That is 3 
per cent. of the contract obligations.” 

Mr. Spencer then went on to show what fur- 
ther claims there were on the assets of the firm, 
from persons demunding profits and so on, on 
strength of promises and agreements by Ward, 
of which no mention was made while the firm 
was in existence, which made total obligations 
of $16,792,647 72, against which was to be offset 
claims for loans made by the tirm, which would 
reduce the net liabilities to less than $5,000,000.

“The principle of early closing on Saturday 
is sound, and we maintain that it is beyond 
question practical and would be found beneficial 
in every way.”

SULPHURIC ACID POURED ON HIM.

A FRENCHMAN WAITS THREE YEARS FOR 
HIS REVENGE ON A TRUCK DRIVER. 

While Park Policeman Thompson was 
patrolling Tompkin’s-square at about 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning he heard piercing screams 
coming from the direction of the church that 
frontson Avenue B. He hurried to the spot 
from which the screams came and saw a man 
kneeling on the sidewalk and holding up his 
hands to his face. Two boys who stood by were 
nearly frightened out of their wits, and another 
man of middle age and medium:height, with 
a pepper and salt beard, and dressed in slouch 


hat and workmah's clothes, was stending there 
calmly, apparently enjoying the agonizing 
shrieks of the man who was on the pavement. 

“What is the matter with you, come, get up,”’ 
remarked the policeman, as he took the man by 
the arm and tried to lift him. The man con- 
tinued to scream, and the officer felt a burning 
sensation in his hand, and he found that the 
man’s clothes were damp with some fiuid. The 
next moment he noticed that the skin was peel- 
ing off from the man’s ear and face and hands, 
and that the fluid had changed the color of his 
shirt to a reddish hue. The man’s eyes were 
closed, and his face looked as though it bad been 
scalded and burned, 

* Who hurt you?” asked the officer. 

The man could not look up soas to identify 
his assailant, but the two boys pointed out the 
middle-aged man who was looking on and told 
the officer that he had dashed some of the con- 
tents of a half-pint bottle into the injured man's 
face, and had then poured the remainder over 
his head and clothes. The injured man was un- 
able to defend himself, as his assailant came up 
suddenly, and the moment the fluid was dashed 
into his face he became helpless and dropped on 
the ground. The officer at once took the man 
who had been pointed out as the assailant into 
custody and rapped for assistance. An ambu- 
lance was summoned and the injured man 
taken to Bellevue Hospitai, where he gave his 
name as Michael Weldon, a truck driver, of No. 
613 East Fourteenth-street. 

His assailant was taken to the station house 
and then to Essex Market Police Court, where 
he gave hisname as Matthew Lavalié, aged 47, 
of No. 47 Bleecker-street. He is a Frenchman 
by birth, and said that about three years ago he 
was employed asa driver of a Broadway stage. 
One day as he was driving down Broadway, and 
had nearly reached Leonard-street, he ssw Wel- 
don on his truck. Weldon, he alleged, drove 
rightinfrontof him and headed him off with 
the pole of his truck. When Lavallé remon- 
strated with him Weldon, he alleged, seized one 
of the heavy rungs of the truck and dealt him a 
vioient blow across the face, crushing in part of 
the skull and the top of his nose and knocking 
him down. He was taken to the hospita!, where 
he was confined for many months, during which 
blood poisoning set in and his left arm became 

aralyzed. Weldon was arrested and let off on 

ail, but was never tried for the offense. When 
Lavallé came out of the hospital he was a crip- 
pled man. He brooded long over his wrongs, 
and finally he determined upon revenge. ‘That 
fellow,” he remarked, “tried to kill me with his 
rung. I did not want to kill him: I only wanted 
to disfigure him, so I poured some sulphuric 
acid over him,” 

Lavallé was committed without bail to await 
the result of Weldon’s injuries. 





A SUIT AGAINST GOULD DROPPED. 


THE DEFENDANTS COME TO TERMS WITH 
MR. BLUMENTHAL 

The suit brought by Isaac Blumenthal, 
as a Kansas Pacific bondholder, against Jay 
Gould and Russell Sage, as Trustees of the Kan- 
sas Pacific consolidated mortgage, has been dis- 
continued. It was brought for the alleged pur- 
pose of compelling Gould and Sage to account 
for the proceeds of the shares of Denver Pacific 
Railroad and Telegraph stock that were, in 1881, 
released from the lien of the consolidated mort- 
gage by an order of the Supreme Court, on 


the theory. that they added nothing to 
the security of the mortgage, but which 
were immediately afterward, on the merg- 
ing of the Union Pacific and Kansas 
Pacific, excbanged for stock of the new com- 

any. The disposition of the shares of Union 
Pacific which Gould, Sage, Dillon, and the other 
Directors of Kansas Pacific thus got possession 
of has never beén reported to the bond and 
stock holders. An order to compel Gould ana 
Sage to submit themselves to examination _be- 
fore the trial] of the suit was obtained by E. L. 
Andrews, counsel for Blumenthal. They moved 
to bave it vacated. The discontinuance of the 
suit effects the purpose of that motion, It also 
causes a motion for the punishment of Russell 
Sage for contempt of court, because he en- 
deavored to evade the service of the order to 
appear for examination before trial, to drop to 
the ground. 

Agsistant District Attorney Adams, of the 
firm of Holmes & Adams, attorneys for the de- 
fendants, said to a Times reporter yesterday 
that he had no accurate knowledge of the 
terms on which Mr. Blumenthal had withdrawn 
his suit, but it was his impression that it was 
withdrawn on the understanding that the other 
suits were to be settled by the defendants on 
certain terms. Both Sidney Dillon and Mr. 
Ham, of the Union Pacific Railway Company,

THE VACANT INSPECTORSHIP. 


THE QUESTION OF A CIVIL SERVICE EX- 
AMINATION IN THE WAY OF FILLING IT. 
Commissioner Voorhis presented a reso- 

lution at the meeting of the Police Board yes 

terday to the effect that the vacant Inspector- 
ship should be filled by promotion from the 
next lower grade by competitive examination 
before the Municipal Civil Service Board. He 
claimed that this action was in accordance 
with the spirit, if not the words, of 
the civil service regulations. Messrs. Mc- 
Clave and French held that it was un- 
necessary for Captains to pass a civil service 
examination, as they are bonded officers in 
charge of public moneys. They considered them- 
selves as competent to pass on the efficiency and 
merit of a candidate for promotion from knowil- 
edge of such cundidate as Civil Service Examin- 
ers. Mr. Voorhis said that a bonded officer was 
notexempt. He could not consider a precedent 

establisbed in the promotion of Capt. Henry V. 

Steers, who was appointed subject to an ex- 

amination under the civil service rules. It was 

agreed to lay the matter over until next Tues- 


day. 

During the meeting neither Capt. Williams 
nor Capt. McCullagh was mentioned. Clerk 
Kipp read the applications for promotion by 
Capts. G. W. Gastlin, Third Precinct; A. J. Al- 
laire, Tenth Precinct, and Thomas Killilea, Twen- 
ty-second Precinct. Isaac Beil, L. de Bebian, 
and 50 other gentlemen in the shipping and 
transportation business signed Capt. Gastlin’s 
application. Capt. Killilea was indorsed by 
Robert Bonner and Judges Gildersleeve, Brady, 
Donohue, Ingraham, Van Brunt, Noah Davis, 
and Lawrence, and Recorder Smyth. Several of 
them signed Capt. McCullagh’s ** boom.” Capt. 
Allaire spoke for himself, calling attention 
to his record, which dates from i850, and his 
services as an army officer during the war of the 
rebellion. Inspector Diiks was ready to resign 
yesterday, because the sexagenarian clause ap- 
pes to him, but was dissuaded. He will not, 
owever, permit the board to retire him, and his 
resignation will be ready whenever he learns 
that the pressure on the Commissioners by men 
who desire his place isso great that they will be 
embarrassed. he Commissioners are said to 
have asserted that at present they have no in- 
tention of retiring Mr. Dilks.

FORMER PARTNERS QUARRELING. 


Seen commana” 
ONE HAS THE OTHER ARRESTED FOR STEAL 
ING DIAMONDS WORTH $15,000. 

Mr. Alexander S. Fridberg, a diamond 
merchant, residing at No. 46 East Sixty-sixth- 
street, was arraigned before Justice Smith, at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court, yesterday 
afternoon, charged with the larceny of diamonds 
valued at from $12,000 to $15,000. The complain- 
ant in the case was Mr. Edward Loeb, of No. 168 
East Sixty-second-street. The complainant and 
the defendant were both members of the firm of 
Fridberg, Loeb & Loesser, diamond dealers at 
No. 25 John-street. Three months ago an appli- 
cation was madeto the Supreme Court on behalf 
of Fridberg for a dissolution of the partner- 
ship. Pending the proceedings, Mr. Loesser sold 
out to the other partners all his title and interest 
in the concern. It was left to arbitrators to ap- 
praise the value of the stock and to ascertain 
the interest in the same of the two partners. 

The goods, re diamonds, were placed 
in the possession of L. Strasburger & Co., in 
Maiden-lane, for safe keeping, pending the re- 
sult of arbitration. The findings of the arbi- 
trators was not satisfactory to Loeb, who on 
Wednesday instituted new proceedings for a 
dissolution of the partnership and obtained an 
injunction from Justice Donohue restraining 
Mr. Fridberg from removing the goods 1n dis- 
pute. When he went to the office of Strasburger 
& Co. to serve the injunction he found 
that Fridberg had been ahead of him and 
had removed the property. Loeb then ap- 

lied to the police for the arrest of Frid- 
rg, charging that he had stolen $12,000 
worth of diamonds belonging to him. He also 
alleged that Fridberg was about to leave the 
country tor Europe. Mr. Fridberg’s house was 
watched on Thursday, and early yesterday, as 
he left it with some baggage, evidently prepared 
for a journey, he was arrested. In his possession 
were found diamonds to the value of between 
$10,000 and $12,000, which were claimed by Loeb. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoeter, who appeared for the 
defendant, convinced the magistrate that the 
charge of larceny grew out of a dispute over the 
dissolution of the partnership and was simply a 
business squabble, and Justice Smith discharged 
the accused and ordered the diamonds in dispute 
taken from him by the detectives to be returned.
